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THE NEW HIGH SCHOOL.

mu.mxo ok mondav, 

Tho new High school building on Wal- 
nnt street, Xewtonvllle, was opened on 
Monday, and the pupils and teachers were 
more than pleased at the oh an go from the 
rather restricted quarters of the Pierce 
school building, and the pupils of the 
latter sohool were also pleased, as they 
could take possession of the new building j 
nut tip for their use. The new High school ! 
is not quite finished, as carpenters are still 
at work on some of the rooms, and the 
pupils found the building rather chilly on 
Monday, but the heating apparatus is now 
working better. 

There were no special exercises attend- i 
ing the opening of the building, but in a 
few weeks, when the school is well settled 
in its new quarters, and things get to run- 
ning smoothly, there will be dedicatory 
exercises, and the building will be thrown 
open for public inspection. 

The new building is the largest High 
school building in the state, outside of 
Boston, and it is also the handsomest 
public building in Newton. Its oost was 
about $224,000 exclusive of the furnishings, 
which cost about $20,000. 

It has a frontage of 108 feet on Walnut 
street, nnd an extreme depth of 193 feet. 
Its location on Walnut street is a most de- 
sirable one, Newtonville being the recog- 
nized center of the city, ami easy of access 
by street railroad and steam lines, for 
scholars coming from a distance. 

The building is an imposing pile, four 
stories in height, with a high slanting roof 
of light green slate. It is constructed on 
the lines of the letter T., the material used 
being Philadelphia brick, with trimmings 
of gray Ohio sandstone. The style of 
arch iteci ure pursued borders on the Gothio. 
The building is surrounded on all sides by 
spacious lawns, on which are many large 
and flourishing shade trees, greatly adding 
to its sightliness and beauty. 

Broad flagged walks lead up to the main 
entrance on Walnut street, which is over- 
hung by a roomy portico of sandstone, re- 
lieved by carved designs and surmounted 
by a large iron lantern. Above the entrance 
on a stone tablet are the words, “Newton 
High School.” 

At the north and south ends of the front 
wing, and in the rear, are similar entrances, 
the latter leading out from the building to 
the school battalion drill shed and assem- 
bly hall in the rear part of the grounds. 
The doors open into lofty vestibules, which 
in turn give access to two broad corridors 
11 feet in width, running the entire length 
of the building from east to west and north 
and south. 

On the main floor, which leads directly 
from the front entrance and fronting on 
Walnut street, are two class rooms 37 by 
27, with equally spacious recitation and 
coat rooms adjoining. Across the hall, and 
in every way similar to the Walnut street 
front, are other class, recitation rooms, etc. 
Along the main entrance hall leading di- 
rectly to the rear of the building are other 
cla«s, recitation, coat rooms, etc. The two 
rear class rooms facing the drill shed are 
situated in the former brick addition to the 
old wooden building. 

The second floor, which is reached by 
broad staircases at the ends of the building, 
is not dis-similar to the plan of the first 
floor, with the exception that there are a 
few less class rooms. The space is taken 
up by handsomely appointed oflices for the 
superintendent of schools, head master 
and the secretary, a reception room for 
visitors, toilet rooms, a library, and retir- 
ing rooms for the lady and gentlemen in- 
structors. These rooms are situated in the 
central portion of the rear wing or main 
part of the building, and are all large and 
spacious. 

In the superintendent’s room is the mas- 
ter clock, operated by electricity and a 
wonderful piece of mechanism. This 
clock controls the clocks throughout the 
building, regulates and rings the program 
bells for the school exercises and registers 
the temperature in the various rooms of 
the building. 

The third floor contains several class 
rooms, but will be used mainly for the 
carrying on of special studies. The wing 
fronting on Walnut street is divided up in- 
to numerous small rooms, which will bo 
devoted to drawing and laboratory work, 
namely, botanical, chemical and physical 
laboratories, a lecture theatre and a photo- 
graphic dark room. 

The greater part of the rear wing is taken 
up by an assembly hall, entered from its 
east end by three pairs of large folding 
doors. The hall is nr. by 50 feet, and 40 
feet in height, the roof being held up by 
live curved oak girders. At the further end 
is a stage 22 by 11 feet, while over the 
doors is a spacious gallery. The hall is 
finished in white and light green, with a 
high dado and columns. It will accommo- 
date 4oo persons and will be used for the 
special exercises of the school. To the 
rear of the hull, above the old brick addi- 
tion, are two more large class rooms. 

The fourth floor will be used for storage 
purposes, and contains an immense amount 
of unfinished space. 

IV ith the exception of the assembly hall, 
the interior finish of the entire building is 
of ash. and the doors throughout are of 
heavy quartered oak. The building con- 
tains 297 windows, placed so that the light 
facilities may be of the best. The flooring 
in all the rooms ami entries is of South 
Carolina pine. To light the structure '.hio 
gas and incandescent lights will be 
used. Eight ventilating shafts, 100 feet 
high, with an interior space of six feet, will 
supply the fresh air of the building. The 
air will be forced in and drawn out by 12- 
foot fans, which will be operated by an eu* 
gine in the basement. Each room and the 
halls will be -.applied by hot and cold air. 
and will be heated by steam. Besides the 
engine room, the basement contains lunch 
rooms for boys and girls, a third lunch 
room fitted up with counters and ranges; a 
boys’ recreation room, toilet rooms, a book 
room, janitor's closets and office. 

In the construction of the building, 
special attention has been given to making 
it us fireproof as possible. Particular at- 
tention has also been given to the construc- 
tion of the staircases, which are of steel, 
with open steel work lifts, and concrete 
treads, and which, iu case of lire, will be 
serviceable as long us the walls of the 
building support them. 

Mr. GeorgeS. Allen has had the general 
charge of the construction of tho building, 
under the direction of the superintendent 
of buildings. Mr. George 11 Elder. Since 
the laying of the corner stone, over a year 
ugo, these gentlemen have had the work of 
the building under their constant super- 
vision, and its present uppeurauce and 
rupidity with which the work has been 
pushed to completion is greatly due to their 
ability and foresight.

Schools of Today. 

To the Editor of tho GRAPHIC:— 

I have read with interest, the article on 
this question by “Observer,” and I still 
feel there is just cause for criticism. To 
my mind, the children should in preference 
to all things else, be thorough in reading, 
spelling, arithmetic, grammar, the history 
of our country, and the remaining time to 
be devoted to such supernumeraries as may 
seem best for their future welfare. 

There is a feeling throughout our city 
(as all “observers” must know) that too 
much is crowded into the grammar schools, 
eveu to the sacrifice of these principal 
studies. O&^what use is Latin if they 
don’t know enough to translate it into ac- 
ceptable English,— doesn’t it still remain 
an unknown tongue? Let Observer ask 
one of our pupils to write him a letter and 
note the ungrammatical sentences and poor 
spelling, or to read an article from a news- 
paper, and observe him stumble through 
unfamiliar matter, give him problems in 
fractions or percentage (and hear the query 
do you multiply or divide?) and endorse if 
he can the oresent system. 

I feel sure that he who appreciates the 
new system, and says the “three IPs” 
have no “practical value for the modern 
schoolbov” must truly be an “Observer” 
only, and not an investigator. He could 
not possibly be a parent, as daily contact 
with these “better specimens” (?) our 
schools turn out, would have cleared his 
vision and rendered him more in accord 
with the parents who view the education- 
al career of their children with a practi- 
cal eye. They feel assured that if some of 
the “old fashioned” self reliance incul- 
cated in the despised district school could 
be included in our grammar schools of to- 
day, no student would be too ignorant or 
too old to cultivate his latent or auparent 
artistic and scientific proclivities. I prefer 
that my children master the common 
branches and develop their reasoning facul- 
ties, as a sound foundation for obtaining a 
practical livelihood, so that by the use of 
their hands and brains they shall have 
earned the right to social ami natural de- 
velopments as “discovered by scientists.” 

When Observer says “the eighteen-yeur- 
old graduate of a business, professional or 
manual course in our free public schools is 
better prepared for his life work and the 
difficult duties of Americun citizenship 
than his father or mother of a generation 
ago” I shall take exceptions. lam famil- 
iar with the past generation and know 
those boys wore prepared by tho “district 
skule inarms” for a success in life, and 
would discount the graduate of the gram- 
mar school of today witli its enlarged eur- 
ciculm. I fearlessly assert that the hands 
that guided the knives which carved the 
benches in those depreciated district 
schools have carved the men whose labors 
iu behalf of science, philosophy and po- 
litical economy have become the bone and 
sinew of our present educated generation. 
The “Three It’ s” were the “means to the 
end.” without them the modern school- 
| boy” would be deprived of the avenues to 
! information and study, 
i Is nut this new regime traceable to the 
j expressed sentiments of tho higher educa- 
I tors in our colleges, and to their increasing 
j demands in their entrance examinations, so 
| tlie minor educators utul committees in their 
' rush for this new light, lose sight of the 
| substance while reaching for the shadow ? 

, The principal of a large commercial 
school told the writer, that the standard of 
arithmetic is being annually lowered all 
over the state. A college graduate was 
marked zero iu arithmetic in his entering 
examination ; this curries its own criticism 
: A lawyer, who has lived in our city but 
a short time, said. ” After mv children 
I have graduated from tli * Newton schools, I 
I shall feel obliged to send them to the “dis- 
i trict skule” for an e lucition. 

I A conscientious child iu one of the lower 
grades, striving to accomplish the impossi- 
ble u ith hei tfilrte >u si idles, was made 
i nervously ill and was obliged to temporar- 
| ily leave school. Is this u healthful de- 
I velopoieiit of “body, mind and soul”? If a 
I boy's taste is mechanical, should we burden 
I his mind with extraneous studies, if he 
j lias uu artistic nature, should not his 
I parents and friends co-operate with toe 
teaeher to di. cover ami develop his genius? 
1 Yes, but tli s is not elective, the parent 
I has no ohoi e iu this matter; all are ro- 
1 quired to fouow the prescribed line of 
1 study whatever their taste, desires, or 
: natural tendencies may be. and thus are 
forced to assume the “burden,” Observer 
is so desirous to avoid, 
j 1 desire no quarrel with these extra 
studies if they did not crowd out tho neces- 
sities; but if this is done, us is the case iu 
our schools, it is high time a reformation 
be demanded. Samuel Shaw.

DEATH IN PLAMES. 

WEST NEWTON WOMAN FATALLY TURNED 

AT HER HOME St’NDAY MOUNINO — 

TWO MEX ATTEMPT TO SAVE HER 

I.IFK BUT FAIL. 

Mrs. Walter Fiske of Washington street, 
West Newton, was fatally burned at her 
home last Sunday morning, and Patrolman 
Robert Harrison and Win. Powell were 
scorched in an heroic but futile attempt to 
save her life. 

Mrs. Fiske lived with her husband and 
child in a tenement in Robinson’s block, 
Washington and Waltham streets. 

That morning after breakfast she was 
engaged iu her household duties, ami was 
hurrying from room to room, dressed in a 
light wrapper. 

An oil heater stood in tiio oenter of one 
of the rooms, and brushing against it Mrs. 
Fisko’s wrapper caught tiro. In an instant 
she was developed in Haines. 

Uttering shriek after shriek she rushed 
wildly into the corridor, where she became 
bewildered, and ran blindly up and down, 
trying to shield her face from tho flames. 

Her outcries wore heard by William 
Powell, janitor at City Hall, who ocoupies 
a tenement in the same building. lie went 
to her assistance ami did his best to extin- 
guish the flames. The intense heat drove 
him back. He ran from the building crying 
“Fire,” and rang in an alarm from box 31. 

Patrolman Harrison heard the cry and 
ran at once into the hall of the Fiske tene- 
ment. There he found Mrs. Fiske wrapped 
in flames and writhing in agony. 

He pulled off his heavy uniform overcoat 
and wrapped it about the woman, in an at- 
tempt to stifle the flames. Ilis undercoat 
came off with the overcoat, leaving him in 
his shirt sleeves to light the lire. 

The agonized woman struggled wildly to 
free herself from the overcoat, which for 
the moment seemed to drive the flames into 
her flesh, and being large and powerful 
nearly succeeded in freeing herself from 
tho grasp of the patrolman. 

In the struggle noth fell to tho floor, with 
the patrolman underneath. Gaining his 
feet again lie found the overeoat would not 
suffice, and running into another room se- 
cured a blanket, in which he managed com- 
pletely to envelop her form. 

Success crowned his efforts at last, but 
the deadly work of the flames hail been 
done, and when assistance arrived it was 
evident that the woman’s injuries were 
fatal. 

A doctor was summoned and did what he 
could to relieve her sufferings, but little, 
however, could be done as she was terribly 
burned from head to foot, and hud inhaled 
the flames. She was removed to the New- 
ton Hospital, where she died after four 
hours of intense suffering. 

Mrs. .Fiske was about 23 years old, and 
had lived in West Newton for a number of 
years. She had many friends. 

Patrolman Harrison was slightly burned, 
on liis hands and arms. His bravery is 
highly praised by his superiors, and Mayor 
Cobb went to headquarters and commend- 
ed him for his courage and coolness.

The Real Estate Business. 

The past year was a busy one in Newton 
real estate, a large number of parcels 
changing hands, and Newton realty invest- 
ments found many takers from out of town 
parties seeking new homes. 

The largest sale of the year was that of 
the Fallow estate to a syndicate of New- 
ton men for immediate development. This 
sale was made in October. Early in the 
year there were a number of sales of 40,- 
000 to 50,000 feet of land on the boulevard 
in Newton Centre. In March, S. B. Hinck- 
ley purchased 31 acres ou Waban Hill from 
N. W. Rice and others, and a syndicate 
bought 200,000 feet of the Fennessey es- 
tate on Commonwealth avenue, near the 
Athletic Club grounds. In May, A. 1). S. 
Bell sold 3<H),ooo feet on the boulevard and 
Hammond street to F. W. Smith. In June, 
M. C. Meagher purchased 1 , 000,000 feet on 
Cherry street, in West Newton. During 
the summer the Newton Land it Improve- 
ment Company sold 1,000,000 feet on and 
near Walnut street, Newtonville, in ex- 
change for the Hotel Lungham in Boston, 
belonging to Henry B. Williams. Iu Octo- 
ber, a large private estate, tho Gane prop- 
erty, on Waltlmm street, West Newton, 
changed hands. Except for the sale of the 
Fallow estate in Newton, nearly all the 
large deals were confined to the vicinity of 
the boulevard and near the Chestnut Hill 
reservoir. 

Building operations were confined large- 
ly to private dwelling houses, the erection 
of store property hawng been begun dur- 
ing 1899, following closely on tho beginning 
of work on the depression of the tracks on 
tlie main line of the Albany railroad, 
which has been finished. The new Mason- 
ic Temple anil the new high school build- 
ing, both very fine structures, were finished 
during tlie year. 

According to the books of Inspector of 
Buildings Elder, tlie permits for the year 
ending Dec. 15. numbered 478 , 11 more than 
in tlie preceding year. Of these, toil wore 
in Ward .Six, Newton Centre and Chestnut 
Hill, and more than half tlie latter number 
ware for houses iu tlie boulevard territory. 
Sixty-two permits were issued for Ward 
Five, the increased activity in Waban ac- 
counting for this large number. There was 
also considerable building in Auburudale.

REPLY TO JEFFERSON CLUB. 


THE LIEUTENANT’S STORY OF A 
FIGHT WITH INDIANS. 


Frluky llnd Learned by Experience, and 
He Knew \Vlif>n There Wan Danger Fla- 
herly Took Command, .nd lie and the 
Mule I’w hi OIT an Old Score. 

About 20 years ngo, when there wnro 
But fow railways in tho western states nnd 
territories, the United .Staten mnll wan ear 
tied lu saddlebags on what wore called 
fiaok mules. The riders wore young men. 
carefully selected for their bravery, fear- 
lessness and activity. The animals were 
changed at stations almut 86 miles apart, 
so that they were always In good condition 
to run if necessity roqutrod It, which was 
often the case, as the country was swarm- 
ing with Mexicans and Indians. 

Hen teen, a bravo young Irishman with 
Indian blood In Ills veins, was chosen for 
the road hofcwoou Camp V., Arizona, and 
a town on the border of New Mexico, and 
for more than a year escaped tho snares 
nnd treaohermis traps that wore laid for 
him. Ono oold day in February, 1876, 
whon n heavy mist not only made things 
chcorlosR ami gloomy, but threw such a 
voil ovor the earth that it was Impossible 
to see any object more than a few feot 
away, Bentcon started on his customary I 
long rido. When or bow the Indians stir | 
prised him was never known. Ills body ! 
was found In the entrance of Sunset pass ( 
by a squad of cavalry sent from Camp V 
riddled with bullets and arrows, and near 
it lay throe dead Indians, showing that he 
had sold his life dearly. The mule gal- 
loped Into Camp V. two days later and 
foil exhausted in front of the Imrracks, 
with mailbags untouched save by the 
blood that hud flowod from the bullet hole 
in Ids side. Ho was put in a comfortable 
stall in tho cavalry stables, nnd, owing to 
the skill of the veterinary surgeon. In ad- 
dition to the best of food and care, he soon 
grew strong and fit for light work. During 
Ills sickness tho soldiers hccumn so attached 
to him that the post, quartermaster made 
an offort and succeeded In buying him. 

One year later I bad tho good fortune to 
bo ordered oast on temporary duty In 
Washington. Though I bad beon In Ari- 
zona but six months, I was heartily tired 
of that dcsolato country and fully deter- 
mined to let no obstacle delay mu in the 
trip that was taking mu to my native city. 
We left Camp V. in an ambulance drawn 
by four mules. Soon after starting 1 found 
that one of the leaders was the pack mule 
I have mentioned. Ho had fully recovered, 
nnd hnd been namod Frisky by the soldiers 
on account of his exuberant spirits. 

In tho ambulance with me was the driv- 
er and an old soldier whose name was 
Flaherty. Behind us was an army wagon 
puoked with our luggage, rations and for- 
ugo for tho mulos. It was guarded by an 
escort of eight privates, with sergeant and 
corporal. Frisky was as lively as a young 
kitten and soomod none tho worse for the 
hole In Ills side. On the fourth day’s 
travel, soon after starting, Frisky began 
to sniff, prick up his eurs nnd tremble. 
Flaherty turned toward me, saluted and 
Fold In n half npologotio voice: “Beg par- 
don for throu Idi n ye, lootinint, but I think 
it will be wise to bait a bit and tnko a 
look at tho counthry. Frisky scints the 
red men, and you niver can dccuive him 
on thiin.” 

The driver slackened tho speed of his 
teuni and looked at mo for an order to 
stop. I hnd beon but ono year and a half 
from West Point. I bad quite an opinion 
of my3olf und my judgment, and I thought 
1 knew far more of Indians than old Flah- 
erty, who hud beon in tliesorvice nearly 30 
years. The mule continued to ooh like a 
frightened child, nnd about noon refused 
to go by throwing himself on the ground 
regardless of lmrnoss and braying In the 
loudest tones. Tho men tried coaxing, 
then tho whip, but all to no avail. “Ho 
spakes tho thruth in his way, lootinint," 
said Flaherty in what scorned to me n pat- 
ronizing tone. “Wo’d better preparo for 
an attack. I’m an old soldier, sir, and I 
know phwnt an Indian surprise is. It 
manes throublo. Pardon mo, lootinint, 
for tryin to give mo commundin olT’cer 
ordors.” 

I folt very foolish and angry when I 
found myself obeying Flaherty and stop- 
ping my oommand for the pranks of a 
inulo. 1 ordered tho men to make a bar- 
ricade of sand and sagehush branches 
nnd corralled our mules behind it. In 
front of them wo put tho ambulance ond 
wagon for us to hide behind, so us to keep 
from tho onemy tho faotthatwe numbered 
only 15 all told. Wo remained in tills 
warlike nttitudo for nearly an hour. Thon, 
disgusted with what I thought my folly, I 
guvo orders for tho mules to bo hurnessed 
and our coinmund to move on. The words 
woro scarcely out of my mouth when, 
glancing toward the road leading to our 
left, I saw a cloud of sund. 1 turned to 
Flaherty, who stood by my side eying me 
reproachfully and sullenly. “ What’s that?” 

1 asked. “It’s tho rod men that Frisky 
end I said were coming, sir. ’Tis tho bo- 
ginnin nv the olrous. ” 

In a few’ moments we were surrounded 
by about 60 hideously painted Indians on 
their ponies, galloping around us ami giv- 
ing us the full benefit of their warlike 
yells. Fortunately they were not as well 
armed us wo wero. If they had been, our 
timo in this world would huvo been short. 
As it was, our men had to light like tigers. 
The struggle lasted u little less than un 
hour. During thut time 1 lived through 
days. It was all so new, strange and horri- 
ble to mo. I was hut 22 and very much of 
a boy at that. My youth and Inexperience 
seemed strangely out of keeping with my 
attempts to give orders to men who hnd 
spent more than half their lives fighting 
ludluns. Bo, after giving a few, 1 turned 
the plan of battery over to the sergeant 
und Flaherty. Tho lutter was in his ele- 
ment ami showed the greatest courage, 
coolness and clear headed ness 1 have ever 
seen. After every shot lie fired ho would 
call out In slow tones: “Faith, an is it mu 
fed sealp ye want to Ulewiuiuute yur wig- 
wams! Well, take a puce of oowld lend lu- 
Stheud." “Count u littblo closer, ye red 
enakuB. Frisky un me want to pay a debt 
we owe je. ” And be would llreuwuy delib 
erately, with sure and dually aim. Owing 
to Ids bravery und that of the other men 
we outlie out conquerors. 

The men lost no time In harnessing the 
mults, packing (lie wagon and moving 
on. After t lio lust Indian had dlsuppuircd 
Frisky regained his customary spirits and 
nativity and was tho hero of tho hour, for 
we all appreeluted the fact that hud it not 
been fur ills warning we would have been 
massacred in the wagons. That night we 
tut 26 miles* between us and tho battle 
field, and save for a slight llesb wound on 
iny arm und a grazed spot underneath 
Flaherty's rod hair wo were uune tin 
Worse. Soon after 1 readied Washington 1 
suit Frisky a gold medal On it was en- 
graved, “For Frisky, the wisest mule thut 
ever lived.’’ He wore it fastened to the 
collar of Ids harness until he died. — Our 
Autuiul Friends 


Almost every day soon* one asks, “Whhh 
Is the proper way to spell the name of that 
village on the south side where tin* central 
nostoflice is located, Newton Centre or 
Newton Center?"

The matter has been set 
fortli by a correspondent In last week’s 
OitAiMiir, and his suggestions seem very 
practical, or course nothing could lie 
gained by a test, ca -e. The statutes clear- 
ly show that the city lias a right to order 
snow removed from any ward or any part 
of a ward within its boundaries, hut the 
subject might bo brought before the new 
city government witli good results.

A MISLEADING POSTMARK. 


Great complaint is being made about de- 
lay in receiving letters, owing to the mis- 
leading post mark the postal department 
has adopted. It has Newton Centre, Mass, 
at the top, the portion which is generally 
the most legible, and the name of the sta- 
tion at the bottom. Many people look at 
the post mark for the address and seeing 
Newton Centre, they direct their letters 
there, and then they get around to the 
proper station after more or less delay, if 
at all. 

If the postal department had wished to 
mix up the Newton postal service to the 
utmost possible degree, they could not 
have adopted a plan better calculated to do 
it, than by placing the main office at New- 
ton Centre and adopting such a post mark. 

In the case of Boston it is different, as 
the postal stations are in Boston, and even 
if letters are sent to the main office the 
facilities are such, and the clerks have be- 
come so expert by years of training, that 
they reach their destination with the 
smallest possible delay. But it is different 
in Newton, where the main office has but 
few mails, being off on a branch road, and 
the residents are not used to up-to-dute 
methods and do not require them. 

The postal stations are not in New ton 
Ceutre, and all over the city come com- 
plaints from people who resent the impli- 
cation, and are indignant at such a mis- 
leading post mark. Cases of complaint are 
of daily occurrence. Important letters are 
delayed, people are not informed of ap- 
pointments until the time is* past, and in 
all the history of Newton there was never 
such widespread dissatisfaction with the 
postal service. 

If the Newton Centre must be on the 
post mark, it should be placed at the 
bottom, where it would not attract atten- 
tion, and the name of the station ac the top 
so that people would not be misled, and 
from every village in Newton the demand 
is made for a change. If for political rea 
sons and to oblige certain political friends 
of Senator Lodge, it was necessary to make 
such a decision about the central office, 
certainly some common sense should be 
used about the arrangements of the service, 
and the convenience of Newton people and 
the efficiency of the postal service should 
be considered. 


TIIE COMMITTEE SCARE. 


There does not seem to be much cause 
for worry over the too great influence of 
committees under the new city charter, 
whether they are large or small. The al- 
dermen are to be simply the legislative 
branch of the new city government, and 
they will have very little to do with the 
heads of departments. 

They will pass whatever legislation they 
deem to be necessary, and the carrying 
into effect of such legislation will devolve 
upon the Mayor. If he approves of the 
orders passed, he will give them to the 
heads of the departments to carry 
out, and if he does not approve he 
ouu exercise his veto power. There will 
have to be committees of' course, but the 
committees have nothing to do with the 
carrying out of legislation. If mem- 
bers think that this is not the case, prob- 
able an attempt to exercise the power com- 
mittees now have will be all that is needed 
to convince them of their error. 

Mayor Cobb knows his power and his 
p ovileges, and if an attempt was made to 
interfere by any aldermen, it would have 
but very slight chance of success. The 
heads of the departments take their orders 
from the Mayor, and are responsibly to 
him alone. Of course as the charter is u 
new thing, there is a good deal of miscon- 
ception in regard to it. but things will be 
straightened out in time, and there is no 
need of laying awake nights over the fear 
of a continuance of committee rule. 

As far as can be learned, Mayor Cobb 
will make excellent appointments, and the 
present competent men will be retained to 
a great extent. The policy to be followed 
depends now in great measure upon the 
Mayor, so unusual interest will be felt in 
the inaugural message, to be delivered 
next Monday. 


Tub Education Society of Brookline is 
having u series of free organ recitals given 
ut different churches in thut town, and this 
undertaking is referred to the Newton Ed- 
ucation Society, which was formed after 
the pattern of the one in Brookline. Organ 
recitals may be thought by some as rather 
frivolous for un Education Society, and 
those with an extreme New England con- 
science might liken it to Nero’s tiddliug 
w hile Koine was burning, but a program 
could no doubt be arranged that would be 
serious enough for the most earliest work- 
er for the uplifting o! the masses. 

New ion is a week behiud most other 
cities, with its inauguration exercises this 


year, by the change wrought* by our new 
charter. But the delay gives more time 
for the many changes which are made 
necessary by the new charter, and also for 
the completion of the alterations at City | 
Hall, including the new nldernmnio cham- 
ber. There will not be so much room for 
spectators as the old City Hall afforded, 
but that was never more than a quarter 
filled on Inauguration day. 


Senator Hanna’s tribulations are fil- 
ling the dally papers, and the man has 
made so many enemies even in his own i 
party that the rehearsal of the dictator’s 
sorrow s causes more amusement than sym- 
pathy. Mr. Hanna in a contest with other 
Ohio politicians furnishes a spectacle to 
make the judicious grieve, hut the repeal 
of Hanna’s 50 year street railway franchise 
act shows that possibly the people may j 
get some benefit out of it. 


Tin: second inauguration of Governor 
Wolcott and the meeting of the General 
Assembly attracted many Newton men to 
the State Capitol, this week, and the new j 
government started off successfully. Gov- ; 
ernor Wolcott’s inaugural address is 
worthy of the most serious attention of the ; 
lawmakers, ami they will do well to heed i 
the wise advice he gives them, especially 
in regard to the necessity for economy. 


Mr. Samuel Shaw has another interest- 
ing article upon our schools, in this issue. ' 
The subject is of so much importance thnt 
it is hoped that others interested in educa- 
tion will give their views as to what should 
be done in regard to the defects noted by 
Mr. Shaw.

It was built at tiie carriage manufactory of 
Lambert llolluuder, Amesbury, alter plans 
prepared by Agent J. Brimbleeom of the 
bourd of health. The bourd has hud the 
matter of purchasing u new vehicle under 
consideration for some time, as the old 
hack at present in use has been for some 
time considered unlit. The new ambulance 
is built similar to a Rockawuy coach, and 
in outward uppeuruuou much resembles an 
ordinary hack. It will bedruwubytwo 
horses. It is equipped with rubber tires, 
and the iron work and other material used 
in construction are of tiie very best quality. 
Tiie interior wus given careful attention 
when the pluns were diuwn up, and is so 
arranged us to give the patient every possi- 
ble comfort while riding. On the seats and 
at the back are rubber air cushions, while 
the sides and top urw lined with sheet rub- 
ber. This will uilow the interior to be 
thoroughly washed with water or disin- 
fecting fluids, without injury. It is heated 
by the Lelimau heaters. Hint an even tern 
pc rat u re may be always maintained. The 
carriuge was built with the intention of 
mukiug it as near air-tight as possible. 
Six passengers may be carried at one time, 
hi case it is necessary to carry a patient 
who must lie in u reclining position there is 
uu ut rangemeiit ut tiie driver's back which 
can be so operated as to give au entrance 
to the vehicle from the front iustead of 
either door. There are two leather cush- 
ions back of the driver. One of these may 
be removed, that the stretcher can be 
passed through and laid on the seats ami 
cushions especially provided for such a 
case. The feet of the patient exteud out on 


the driver's seat. An air-tight rubber 
covering can be so placed that it will pro- 
tect the patient from exposure. The entire 
Plan shows careful thought, and Agent 
Hrimblecotn is certainly to be eonip Iment- 
ed not only for his originality but for bis 
skill in designing the ambulance. Without 
doubt it can be safely said to rival if not 
to surpass any vehicle in the country need 
for a similar purpose The neighboring 
cities are not so fortunate, and the board of 
health members have certainly something 
to be justly proud of, especially when the i 
cost is considered. The entire sum ex- 
pended for construction was 8500. It can 
bn readily kohii that this amount was 
Judiciously laid out. The city government 
and board of Imalth members of this and 
neighboring cities will be invited to inspect 
the new ambulance in a few days.

Wartime Fare In Virginia. 

The income of tho*|)rofeB8orHof the Uni 
versity of Virginia, says Professor H L 
Gilderslceve in The Atlantic, was nomi- 
nally the same during tho wur that it wus 
before, hut the purchasing power of tho 
currency su-adily diminished If it had 
not been for a grunt of woodlund, we 
should have frozen us well as starved dur 
ing tho last year of tho wur, when tho 
quest of food had become u serious matter 
In our direst straits we hud not learned to 
dispense with household service, nnd the 
household servants were never stinted of 
their rutlons, though tiie masters bud to 
content themselves with tiie moBt meager 
fure The farmers, generous enough to 
the soldiers, were not overconsiderate of 
the noucomhutunts. Often the only way 
of procuring our coarse food was by tuuk- 
ing contracts to lie paid ufter the war in 
legal currency, and sometimes payment in 
gold was exuctod The contracts were not 
always kept, and the unfortunate clviliun 
hud to make new contracts at uu enhanced 
price. 

Before my first campaign in 1861 I had 
bought a little gold and silver in case of 
capture, and if it had not Imon for thnt 
precious hoard 1 might not have been writ- 
ing this sketch, but, despite tiie experience 
of tiie airy gentlemen who ullghted in 
Richmond during the war, even gold ami 
silver would not always work wonders 
Bacon and corned beef in scant muusure 
were the chief of our diet, and not ulwuys 
easy to procure. I have ridden miles and

daintier food for tiie women of my house 
hold, but in vain There was nothing t<>

“Ever hear of a man who mnde a for- 
tiuno out of his laugh?” said a guest of tho 
St. Chnrlos to a Now Orleans Tlmea-Dom- 
ocrat reporter as ho looked over tho reg- 
ister. "I hnvo heard of girls whoso fncos 
wore their fortunes, hut 1 know a mnn 
whoso Intigli was positively ills fortune. 
That nnme — Sam IL Adams — on the reg- 
ister there reminds me of a man who mnde 
a fortune out of his laugh. His name was 
John D. Adams, nnd ho wns the futhcr of 
Sam, the gontloman registered thcro. 
John D. Adams was n typical steninbont- 
mnn of Arkansas and in addition to his 
steam lioating was a planter of extonsivo 
interests and was connected with other 
business enterprises. Ho was the first man 
to run a steamboat up tho Arkansas river, 
aud ills name in that statu today is a syno- 
nym for geniality, courage and business 
success. He was very successful, nnd his 
friends used to attribute his success to bis 
wondrous la ugh. It was not. boisterous, 
yet loud, and was so musical and jolly 
that one could imagine old Kris Kringlo 
was, personified in hint. Other river men 
would say thnt his laugh got him all tho 
government mail contracts. He would go 
to Washington, get acquainted with the 
man who hnd charge of the contracts, and 
he, like all of Adams’ new acquaintances, 
would soon come under t ho infection of 
his magnetic laugh and form a genuine 
ndmirntion for the grizzled old steamboat- 
man. Ho was known at tho hotel by every- 
body nnd wns pointed out for years by a 
negro porter to whom he once gave a $6 
goldpiocens a tip in a fit of jollification 
over tho closing of a big contract in bis 
fuvor. 

“Amazing tales wero told of his courngo 
and ills steamboat experiences. On one 
occasion, when an accident happened to 
his boat nnd tho passengers became panic 
stricken, he calmed them as if by magic 
by calling them children and laughing at 
their fear, his famous laugh compelling 
confidence and mirth by its very melody 
and jollity. Ho oven used his laugh when 
very much nngerod, but it was of a differ- 
ent character, and death lurked behind it. 
In n steamboat qunrrel with threo desper- 
adoes once he denounced them with a 
laughing accompaniment, a cynical, chill - 
ing, dangerous kind of laugh, his eyes 
glittoring liko a snake’s and his forefinger 
on ills revolver, ready to dash out tho life 
of the first one who mnde a move. One of 
tho desperadoes said afterward, in speak- 
ing of tho occurrence, tiiut he never felt so 
queer before in his life. Ho said he felt 
ns though the very marrow in his hones 
was being frozon. ” 


The Finest Southern Tobacco. 

Tito leaves of tho bright tobacco are thin 
nnd small veined. To ho of good quality 
they must possess good body and texture 
as well as uniform and attractive color, 
nnd therefore high manuring with nitrog- 
enous fertilizers, which latter tend to 
produce rank growth and give tho plants a 
dark erred hue, should ho avoided. Much 
of the highest grades of bright tobacco 
produced in the famous North Carolina 
and Virginia gold loaf district is grown 
upon poor land, and it is tho prevailing 
belief in that district that the superb col- 
or, silky toxture und other merits of the 
host products uro due to this poverty of 
tho soil. This, however, is doubtless an 
extremo view, for u soil must hove suffi- 
cient fertility to produce a good sized leaf 
of good body, which, if of the desired col- 
or, brings a higher price than small ones. 

The superiority of tho products of these 
bright tobacco lands is due largely to their 
lightness and porosity, which urc con- 
ducive to n quicker warming of the soil in 
spring and freer aeration of tho roots of 
tiie plants and consequently to uurlier and 
more rapid growth and quicker maturity. 
Iu Houth Carolina such soils are excellent 
for early vegetables and are now tuking 
a front rank in the production of the finest 
bright tobaccos. — Southern Status.

WORK OF POLICE. 


ANNUAL llK I’OIIT OF Till. DKPA HTMKNT 
DURING THK PART YKAK. 


Tho report of the work of the police 
for the year ending Dec. 31, 1897, shows 
t lmt tho year was one of the busiest in the 
history of the department. A notable 
feature is the fact Hint Nonnntum, former- 
ly the most disorderly section of tho city, 
shows a smaller number of arrests than 
Newton proper. 

The total number of arrests for the year 
wus 1241, against 1123 in m;. The principal 
offenses charged were us follows: Drunk 
(579, disturbing the peace 123, larceny (51, 
breaking and entering 21, gaming on the 
Lord’s day 32, assault and battery 71, vio- 
lation of liquor law 28, highway robbery 
3, assault with dangerous weapon 3, as- 
sault on officers 8. 

During the year property valued at 85359, 
reported missing, has been found and re- 
turned to its owners. Property to tho 
amount of 94(554.25 has been reported 
stolen and $3995 worth of stolen property 
has been recovered, leaving a balance un- 
reooverod of $5(58.66. 

During tho year fines aggregating $2(590 
have been paid in the local court, and sen- 
tences aggregating 30 years, 10 months and 
15 days have been imposed. Nineteen 
search warrants for liquor and 10 for stolen 
property have been granted, and 31(5 gal- 
lons of liquor have been seized. 

Tho total number of lodgers put up at 
the various stations was about .‘5800.

Jan. 1, 1898, 
the customary annual re-union of Newton’s 
first city government was held at Young’s 
Hotel in Boston, this being its twenty- 
fourth lanniversary since organization. 
Eight of its original twenty-one members 
were present, viz.: Ex-Alderman Lucius 
G. Pratt and Otis Pettee from Wards Three 
and Five respectively; ex Couiicilmeu Hon. 
Gorham I). Gilman, Vernon E. Carpenter, 
Moses G. Crane und John Ward, from 
Wards 1, 3, 5, und (5 respectively; und Juli- 
us L. Clurke, first oity clerk, and Ilosea 
Ilyde, clerk of the common council. Three 
others were detained by illness, ex-Mayor 
Hon. J. F. C. Hyde, ex-Alderman J. Will- 
ard dice, and ex-Counoilmaii .James Nick- 
elson, the two latter from Wards 4 and (5 
respectively; while ten others have passed 
on to their liuul rest. 

The absence of those whose illness pre 
vented their Jprosonce at tills re-un ion was 
a source of sorrow to all, and from ex- 
Mayor Hyde came tho following letter 
which was submitted by Mr. Gilman, who 
presided on this occasion, and which, in 
connection with other absentees, elicited 
many kindly expressions of sympathy and 
regret:— 

To Members of the First City Government ut 
their Aiiiiuul Herndon. 

Dear Associates:— I regret very much 
my inability to meet witli you to day, but 
am detained at homo by u painful illness, 
yet it is with great satisfaction that I re- 
call the time when wo were so pleasantly 
associated in our city government, twenty- 
live years ago. The excellent and con- 
scientious work done by that first city gov- 
ernment laid, in a good degree, the founda- 
tion for the future prosperity of our be- 
loved city. It may safely be affirmed that 
Newton lias never hud more honest, up- 
right uud cupublu men connected with its 
government than during the earliest years 
of its existence as a city. 

Of the twenty-one composing that gov- 
ernment. ten have passed on to the majori- 
ty, while others are laid aside, ut least 
temporarily. Wo shall, us long as wo live, 
hold in gruteful remembrance, not only tile 
living, tmt the dead.

So that If 
nn export finds among some genuine slg- 
naturi s ono that corresponds in every de- 
toil with a disputed signature — and stieh 
n tiling lias happened several times — he Is 
absolutely certain, first, that the latter , 
really Is bogus, mid, second, that he has I 
before him the very model used by the 
forger. All detectives of the Ink pot agree ' 
that the discovery that two signatures on | 
being superimposed and held to the light 
are identical is a conclusive proof that 
there lias been tracing. 

4uch are tho leading principles of the 
expert's profession. How are they applied? 
Ill some cases they are not applied at all. 
The paj er itself, tho stamp, if thcro is one, 
may pro* lalm a document to bo a forgery. 
Then tho microscope and other appliances 
will sometimes show whether a signature 
Is fraudulent. Swindlers commonly write 
a name in pencil and then ink It over. If 
the export ims reason to bollcvo that this 
method has been adopted — and It Is not 
difficult to detect, because, for one thing, 
tho signature looks duller than the other 
writing — ho has only to put a drop of acid 
on the letters, and, presto! tho ink disap- 
pears, revealing tho glistening plumbago 
beneath. But It Is practically Impossible to 
obtain by ally mode of tracing a sign 
manual that will successfully hear the 
closest scrutiny. In following the model, 
whether that be a facsimile in pencil or 
carbon or a genuine signature held to tho 
light, the pen hesitates, giving tho writ- 
ing a zigzag appearance, which, although 
not visiblo to the naked eye, onn bo clearly 
seen with the aid of tho microscope. Tho 
most useful ally of tho expert, however, is 
the camera, which lias no equal for show- 
ing signs of orasuro, correction and pen 
hesitancy. 

In ono way or anothor, then, a docu- 
ment may be pronounced a forgery with- 
out any comparison of writing. Rarely is 
this so when the work of a really accom- 
plished professional penman comes to 
hand. He generally practices a signature 
till he can imitato it closely enough to de- 
ceive any bank cashier, when he dashes it 
off at tho foot of a check with greater llu- 
ency perhaps than could its owner. In 
this art Jim the Pcnmun wns an adept — 
the greatest adept in the annals of crime. 
No tracing or boggling for him, no rub- 
bing out or touching up. Ho wrote at once 
exactly what was wanted, imitating tho 
most difficult hand with a freedom, an ease 
and a perfection that wero marvelous. — 
Cassell’s Journal.

Violet Perfume. 

It would appear as If tho cultivation of 
tho violet for its perfume alone will short- 
ly bo numbered with the things of the 
past. Violet perfume is now produced by 
chemical means, and the result quite su- 
persedes and surpasses, it is said, in qual- 
ity and persistency, tho flower itself. This 
latest discovery in chemistry lias been 
made by two Germans in Leipslo, and the 
importance of it may bo measured by tho 
fuct that many thousands of pounds have 
boon offered for tho patent. Already this 
substance has been sold at a considerable 
reduction upon the cost of the perfume 
made from real violets, and so Intense is 
the odor in its concentration that the man- 
ufacturers sell only 10 por cent solutions 
of it. Tills 10 per cent solution has to lie 
again diluted a hundredfold before it is lit 
for sale to the public. The perfume of 
violets is not, we are told, tho only in 
stance in which chemical science as ap- 
plied to porfumery has triumphed, and 
though Home of tiie other ohemlcally made 
perfumes are not so rcmarknhlo in their 
similitude to those actually extracted from 
flowers, theynre of sufflcent importance to 
greatly limit tiie use of flowers they imi- 
tate. — New York Lodger.

BOTH ’97 AND *98 llOAHI'S MEET ON IN- j 
Al’OV RATION DAY — OLD BOAIlD CLOSES | 
WITH ANIMATED DISCUSSION— TIIK. NEW 
CHAKTER STARTS UNDER FA VORAIll.E j 
AUSPICES— NKW BOARD ACTS ON 
SEVERAL MATTERS OF IMPORTANCE. 


Both branches of the city government of 
•97 were in session for an hour before the 
inAugurnl ceremonies, Monday afternoon. 
Considerable matters of importance wore 
brought up for consideration. The upper j 
board brought its session to a close with an 
animated discussion, while the lower 
board’s deliberations were characterised by 
unusual smoothness. 

IN THE ALDERMEN. 

A hearing was called on the proposed 
construction of a sewer on Appleton street. 
As no one appeared it was immediately 
olosed. 

The report of the superintendent of 
burials was received, accepted and placed 
on tile. 

On recommendation of the assessors it 
was voted to pay to Charles S. Davis 817.99 
to reimburse him for illegal assessed taxes 
in past years. 

The sewer committee reported favorable j 
to the construction of sewer on Fisher 
avenue, Ward and Appleton streets. 

It was voted to transfer several appropri- 
ations. 

The highway committee recommended 
that Lowell and Appleton streets bo made 
one thoroughfare and called Lowell 
avenue ; also that the park on Appleton 
street be called Elmwood park. An order 
to this effect was adopted. 

The street railway committee recom- 
mended that the electric car tracks in front 
of hook and ladder house at Newtonville 
be removed Hi feet further from the door. 
It was voted to carry out this plan. 

The Commonwealth avenue street rail- 
way was granted a location ncross Auburn 
street to its ear barn. 

$47,234.99 was appropriated to cover city 
expenses during the first ten days of .Janu- 
ary. 

It was voted to lay out, widen ami accept 
Elmore street and Somerset road. 

The city treasurer was authorized to pay 
to Albert Gay $1,952.85 on account of land 
damages caused by the widening of Apple- 
ton street. 

The highway committee reported having 
constructed sidewalks and making other 
street repairs. 

The 1897 report ot the sinking fund com- 
missioners was received and plnced on tile. 

City Treasurer liandlett's report was 
presented by the finance committee, and 
upon the recommendatiou of this commit- 
tee it was accepted. 

Several petitions for highway construc- 
tion and repairs were referred to the next 
city government, while other petitioners 
were granted leave to withdraw. 

It was voted to construct a sewer on 
Capitol street. 

For land damages on account of the Com- 
monwealth avenue boulevard construction 
an order authorizing the payment of $950 to 
L. B. Ahl wus adopted. 

An order appropriating SG01.8G for the 
deepening and widening of Laundry brook 
was adopted. 

Alderman Downs presented the franchise 
of the Newton street railway on Lexington 
street from River street to Auburn street. 
He reuommeuded that it be granted with 
the amendment that that street be widened 
50 feet, and the street railway pay $5,000 to 
cover the expense of widening. lie favored 
the plan, and thought this was the first 
time the "tty had been able to secure any 
retnrnforafranchi.se. There was also a 
provision that no work should be done un- 
til the money had been paid. 

Alderman Baily was strongly opposed to 
the plan. lie thought it hasty legislation. 
The street should not be widened until a 
hearing had been given the residents. To 
have the order granted at this, the last 
meeting of the board, would mar the good 
record of that body. 

Alderman Allen was of the opinion that 
the matter had been delayed long enough, 
and ought to be settled. 

Alderman Roberts did not think it hasty 
legislation. 

Mavor Cobb expressed a hope that the 
board would not act hastily on the matter. 
If the matter stood on its merits it could as 
well be considered by the board of 1898. 

Alderman White was opposed to taking 
action on the matter at that time, and ex- 
pressed himself as opposed to some of the 
provisions of the franchise. 

Alderman Bally spoke further in opposi- 
tion, and was sustained in his position by 
Alderman White. 

Mayor Cobb said the relations between 
street railways and municipalities was not 
covered by satisfactory legislation, and 
that tlie governor of the state had appoint- 
ed a commission to examine the subject. 
On these grounds he did not think it wise 
to act upon the franchise at tins meeting. 

Alderman Roberts moved that the matter 
be referred to the next city government. 
Ilis motion was carried. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

Alderman Allen presented a copy of 
resolutions, extending to Mayor Cobb the 
felicitations of the board. rhaukiug him 
for liis courtesy as presiding officer, and 
offering best wishes for) his success in 
tin* coming administration. 

Mayor Cobh expressed his gratitude for 
the kindness and courtesy which ho had re- 
ceived at the hands of the members. lie 
cordially thanked thorn for the heartfelt 
expression <*t sympathy, and spoke of the 
existing relit ions between the members 
utid himself, wit a which lie would look 
back niton '.villi pleasure. 

Tlie board adjourned sine die.

SPECIAL MEETING. 


BOARD OF ALDERMEN CONSUME THREE 
1IOUR8 IN CONSIDERING ROUTINE 
BUSINESS. 


Three hours was consumed in talk Wed- 
nesday evening at the special session of 
the board of aldermen.

Ward Three is tiie first ward to receive 
the benefits of tiie amended city ordinances 
under tiie new oity charter, as adopted last 
Monday by tiie ’iw aldermen. Hereafter 
the residents in tills section will bo allowed 
to remove tiie snow from their sidewalks 
like the citizens of Wards 1,2 and 7. This 
is a good beginning for tiie new board. If 
u ward is added annually, but three more 
years will be required to huve this law in 
effect throughout the city.

MAYOR COIIB’S INAUGURAL. 

The third inaugnral address of Mayor 
Cobb gl\es a very clear Idea of the tinan- ! 
cial condition of the city, and also of the 1 
netd of the most careful revision of the j 
city’s expenditures, in order that the pres- ; 
ent somewhat high tax rate may be re- 1 
duoed. The rapid growth of the city makes ! 
eoonomy difficult as the new sections call 
for all the improvements that older sec- j 
tions have, and think they are entitled to j 
them. 

The cost of all the great improvements ; 
that have been in progress the past year 
has reached a rather startling total, notably 
the Washington street widening and the 
boulevard, and Mayor Cobb wisely sug- 
gests that before anything similar is under- 
taken in the future, the cost shall be care- 
fully reckoned, and the figures put high 
enough to cover the extra amounts that a 
city always has to pay when taking land 
for publio use, as in such cases tiie owners 
too often ure inclined to demand exorbitant 
prices. Nevertheless, it is sometimes wiser 
for a city to pay such prices than to run 
the risk of long and expensive lawsuits, as 
it is tne cheap ist in the end. 

The recommendations in the message are 
generully wise and conservative, and the 
aldermen can hardly do better than to fol- 
low out the genera' policy outliued. The 
Mayor has had the oenetit of two years of 
experience, and many of the aldermen are 
new to their duties, as was shown by the 
debate on some of the routine orders pre- 
sented after the inauguration, which had 
many amusing features to those better ac- 
quainted with city affairs. Ridiculous ob- 
jections were made, and at one time the 
board seemed in dauger of getting all 
tangled up, but matters were dually 
straightened out. 

The suggestions that all street railway 
legislation be suspended until after the re- 
port of the state street railway commission 
is an excellent one, and no interests will 
suffer by following this, as the city is 
pretty well supplied with street railways 
now, uml former c.ty governments have 
been very liberal with franchises. 

The increase recommended in the police 
force can hardly be objected to, in the 
light of the recent burglaries in various 
sections of the city, and the number of dis- 
turbances on the streets in the curly even- 
ing. Newton has come to be a very large 
-city, and it needs police protection even 
more tha.ii communities which arc more 
thickly settled. 

The recommendations in regard to high- 
way improvements ure wise, us muny of 
the streets have had to wait on account of 
the new improvements, aud now that the 
street commissioner is not to be hampered 
by u large committee, all demanding work 
on their own side street, the main thor- 
oughfare will probably begin to show a 
marked improvement. 

Mayor Cobb renews his criticism of the j 
over-crowded curriculum of the schools, j 
because of the crowding in of all sorts of 
fads, which to the minds of the faddists ' 
are more important than the “Three R’ 
and tiie most prominent education of the 
country are also hard at work combating 
this evil. 

The message has many good points and 
gives such a clear presentation of the con- 
dition of the city, that it is well worth a 
careful reading by all citizens. 


SOME NEEDED EXPLANATION. 


The remarks in the Mayor’s message on 
tiie SUIT. .TV.) in betteriiieuts which should 
lie charged off the books us not itollui'table, 
“through informalities’’ and “other legul 
points.” have been taken by some to be a 
reflection upon the city solicitor. We are 
sure tliul Mayor Cobb intended nothing of 
the kind, us this amount probably repre- 
sents the total of betterments {hat were 
a mted, us the persons interested hud given 
land uml money for the b mlevard, uml it 
was only through tiie making of such an 
agreement that the boulevard could be 
built. The arrangement was perfectly 
legal as was shown by tiie decision of 
the supreme court in tiie Atkinson case, 
and it wus ulso equitable iu a rough way, 
as the total of the money aud laud given 
approached the totul of these betteriiieuts. 
borne who gave very little got oil a large 
amount of betterments, and this is what 
hus caused a good deal of criticism , and 
probably what the Mayor hud in mind. 
Of course it was not fuir to those who gave 
more, but there are always such inequali- 
ties, aud us the large givers thought it 
paid them to combine witli the small on.-s. 
the city hud nothing to do about it. But 
this inequality has been made a good deal 
of by those who refused to contribute any- 
thing toward the boulevard, and although 
their laud was enhanced in value many 
times by its construction, they have sought 
to evade the payment of any betteriiieuts. 


But they have had to pay just the same, 
in all oases that have been carried into 
court, and have found that it would have 
been profitable for them it they lmd had 
a little more publio spirit when they were 
asked to join those who were working for 
this groat Improvement. 

Another statement in the message that 
might be misunderstood, as it had to be 
referred to so briefly, was that in regard 
to the excess In the cost of widening 
Washington strest over the estimates. It 
was estimated that tho work would cost 
the city $000,000. The committee who made 
the estimates had never had any practical j 
experience in work of the kind, and did I 
not realize how enormously property 
would increase in value when a city de- 
cides to take It. Washington street was 
lined for most of the distance with a lot of 
old buildings, most of them out of repair, 
and such sales as hail been made on the ; 
street had been at a very low figure, and 
owners of property had great difficulty in 
selling nt any price. But as soon as the | 
widening was talked of, Washington street 
property became enormously valuable, 
and in one case the city had to pay as high 
as $1300 for 110 feet, and land that would 
have been considered dear at a dollar a 
foot was sold to the oity for two dollars 
and a half. This is the usual experience, 
and was not peouliur to Newton alone, 
but the committee had not had practical 
experience, and so it is remarkable that 
their estimates were only exceeded by some 
twenty per cent. Of course the eity would 
have got the cost back iu betterments or in 
taxes, but as in many cases they had to 
take the whole estate, it can not do so in 
the case of a one sided street. 

The Mayor’s remark that the aldermen 
should consider it their duty to “carefully 
investigate all schemes presented for your 
adoption, and make due allowance for the 
liability of interested parties to understate 
costs that they do not have to pay them- 
selves,” referred to detnauds for street 
widening for the purpose of laying street 
railway tracks in the street, cases of 
which have come up before the city gov- 
ernment. It could not refer to Wash- 
ington street, as the street railway 
people opposed the widening ut the pub- 
lic hearings and before the legislature. 

An inaugural message has to be so con- 
densed, to get in the requisite facts anil 
figures, and the necessary recommenda- 
tions. that the general publio might mis- 
understand some of the references, if they 
were not familiar with the history of the 
past few years. 


THE CITY PHYSICIAN. 


Mayor Cobb made a new departure by 
establishing the office of city physician, 
as Newton has heretofore not had such dn 
office. Other cities have found such an 
official very useful, aud have been able to 
make u good saving by paying a regular 
salary instead of the rather high prices 
charged by experts in special cases. The 
revisers of the new charter saw the de- 
sirability of establishing such un office, 
aud an ordinance has been prepared de- 
fining the duties of such au official, estab- 
lishing his salary at $1200 a year, and pro- 
viding that the appointee must have been 
a resident of Xewtou for five years, and 
be a graduate of a regular medical school, 
which are wise provisions. 

Mayor Cobb has made a good appoint- 
ment in Dr. Edward R. Utley, who for the 
past seven years has beau county phy- 
sician, and lias assisted the district attor- 
ney in all his modicul-logal work. Dr. 
Utley will do the same for the city solici- 
tor, the former practice being to pay 
$30 a day to experts. He has also repre- 
sented several large corporations in their 
medical cases, aud will now do the sume 
for the city. 

His duties as outlined in the mayor’s in- 
augural show that the city physician will 
earn his salary. Before making the ap- 
pointment Mayor Cobb looked into the 
matter very carefully, und found that Dr. 
Utley had liad the experience that such an 
office calls for, aud also had made an ex- 
cellent record iu his professional work for 
tho county. 

I)r. Utley is the son of Dr. .James Utley 
of Newton, graduated at the Newton High 
school, uud at * Amherst College iu the 
class of 1835, and received the decree of 
A. M. two yeurs later. He then took the 
regular course ut the Ilurvard Medical 
school, and after graduation took a post- 
graduate course ut the Boston University 
Medical school. He was house surgeon at 
the Worcester City Hospital for one year, 
uud for the past seven years has been 
county physiciuu, which post he will now 
resign. 


TH E A PIN >1 NTM ENTS. 


It takes a long list of officers to run the 
city of Newton, but Mayor Cobb’s appoint- 
ments have been generully commended. 
Ilis task was rendered somewhat easier by 
the fact that the officers of the city under 
the old churter were generally men well 
fitted for their position, and have hud 
years of experience to lit them for their 
new duties. 

Still the appointment of so many men 
| wus by no means uu entirely pleasing one, 

| as there were muny friends of other candi- 
, dates, ready to use their influence and these 
I had to be turned down us tactfully us pos- 
sible. 

Mayor Cobb is evidently a firm believer 
in civil service rules, us in niuking up the 
list he hus uppoiutud the men who liuve 
been ut the heuds of their depurtmeiits 
under the old churter, uud hus shown u 
commendable amount of independence by 
so doing, which promises well for his suc- 
cess under the new charter, uud all its 
responsibilities. 

The new board of uldernieu Is relieved

ON BEACON HILL. 

NKWTOX MKX GKT GOOD PLACR8 ON COM- 
MITTKK8. TIIK TAXATION COMMITTEE 
HEADED DY SENATOR HARWOOD, MR. 
PICKARD ON METROPOLITAN AFFAIRS, 
Mll. HAYWARD ON HANK AND ON WAYS 
AND MEANS— IMPORTANT MATTERS TO 
COME UP. 


(SpeclAl Legislative Correspondence.) 
Boston, Jan. 12. 

The Great aud General court is now 
fairly on the road toward the considera- 
tion of legislation. It has hail its day 
of organization aud tiie wheels seem to 
have been properly greased for a fine run. 
The state officers have been inaugurated, 
and the centennial of the initial occupation 
of the Bullinch State House has been cele- 
brated with proper ceremonials. On Mon- 
day the committees were appointed, and 
now there is no good reason why there 
should be any further hitch in tiie proceed- 
ings. 

In the allotment of committees, Newton 
came out handsomely. Next to having a 
large delegation there is an advantage in 
having a strong one, and both President 
Smith and Speaker Bates have recognized 
tHe worth of tiie three men Newton sends 
to represent her. No question has been of 
more paramount importance than the selec- 
tion of proper men to head the committee 
on taxation. The taxution report, in two 
sections, hus come in, and it is fully under- 
stood in all directions that no subject which 
will come up will be of greater importance 
to tiie citizens of the commonwealth than 
the problems it discusses. To have placed 
at tiie head of the committee on taxation a 
muii who was committed to the theories of 
tiie Anti-Double Taxation League, or a man 
who wus a devotee of the idea that the 
farmer was being cruelly oppressed by the 
tax dodger would have been a mistake. 
The man needed was one of judicial 
temperament, who would be attentive to 
every argument, but conservative inform- 
ing opinions. There was but one such 
nmn, and he received the place. That 
Senator Harwood will prove just the man 
the commonwealth needs at the helm of the 
taxation committee goes without Baying. 
President Smith has done his judgment 
great honor in his appointment. 

But it makes one shiver to think of the 
weary hours of hearings which that taxa- 
tion committee must endure. The dry dis- 
sertations, the impassioned oratory on 
abstruse speculations, the divergent views 
on the most involved propositions which 
can be imagined. The governor lias taken 
a hand in tiie discussion. He counsels the 
legislature to contrive such changes in the 
methods of taxation as to secure greater 
simplicity aud equality of incidence; re- 
minds it that the constitution gives power 
to tiie General Court to impose “propor- 
tional and reasonable" taxes, und says 
there should be no discrimination against 
the householder und the man of business. 
He could not have said that lie believed tiie 
majority bill of the taxation commission 
was a failure in clearer words. If such a 
thing could be imagined the enactment into 
law of that proposed Statute, it would be 
sure of a veto. It will be a bad year for 
"intangible personalty.” The real problem 
for the committee to solve is to discover a 
way to properly enforce tiie taxation law 
as it stands, uud to umund it where it is 
faulty. Until Senator Harwood was ap- 
pointed it was tiie feeling that after hearing 
patiently the arguments, tiie result would 
be a debate ami the defeat of any change. 
With him there, it may possibly be that 
some legislation, of u reasonable nature, 
will result. 

The Senator was also returned to his old 
committee, railroads, and placed on the 
committee on libraries, the latter unotlier 
way of saying that lie would have enough 
to do without being bothered with a third 
committee. I have no hesitation in saying 
that all the senators recognize the Newton 
member to be the mail who by mental uu- , 
dowment ami natural good sense is best 
fitted to be their leuder in legislating for 
the commonwealth. 

Representative Rickard was returned to 
his keloyed metropolitan committee where 
lie will shed abroad the sunshine of good 
will uud good fellowship for one more ses- 
sion No man iu the house liu* more 
friends than he; lie is the kind of man 
everybody loves, ami even those whom he 
finds it necessary to oppose forgive him. 
Representative I lay ward was not only 
placed on tiie banks und banking commit- 
tee, but was given iu addition a place on 
the committee on ways ami mean s u posi- 
tion for which he is admirably fitted. Tho 
ooiifuctiouary and banking business may as 
well bill good by to him for five mouths, 
however. That committee met for organ- 
ization immediately after the committee 
list was read, ami will meet every day but 
Saturday this week, to act on the routine 
appropriation lulls. It is likely to meet ut 
leant twice a day oil the average for most of 
the session. It does not stop work when 
the metropolitan committee holds its last 
session, but must meet ami meet up to the 
day of prorogation. But still, 1 do not now 
recall tiie ease of a mail who was ever 
) laced upon it who asked to be let off. 
Everybody understood this year that w ho- 
ever was returned of the committee would 
stick to it, ami that even Judge Lowell 
would not lesigu liis chairmanship until 
Congress had continued him for the 
bench. 

While tiie taxution question into absorb 
u great deal of attention thin year, it is by 
no means the only greut isme. That 
special street ruilwuy committee is going to 
give tiie general court some imu to cruck. i 
Your young uml enterprising fellow -tow ns- 
man, William H. (’oulfdge, bus presented a 
bill to permit the Boston «fc Maine to pur- 
chase the stock of lines operated by it such 
us never was It the general court will not 
pass such a drastic bill us that, it must ner- 
force refuse to pass any legislation what- 
ever. There are safeguards for the rights 
of the public at every point. When tiie 
general bill was pending a yeui ago 1 ex- 
plained to the Git A i'll ic readers its object. 
It was then said tliul if the petition bud 
been for special legislation, affecting only 
the petitioning rou<i, it would have been 
emoted. Mr. Cool idge hus met this objec- 
tion, uml the road petitions for itself ulone. 
lie hus gowd reason to hone for success. 

Mean while, unotlier of your fellow-citi- 


zen®. Mr. Wales, ns clerk of tho lmt bor and 
land commission, has boon preparing trou- 
ble for the general court In sevoral direc- 
tions. I think perhaps it would ho wise 
for me to wait the appearance of the vari- 
ous reports of the board before going into 
particulars. 

One of the issues which it is expected 
will be again brought to the front is the bill 
to make tho fare on all railroads in the 
state two cents a mile. This issue was first 
raised by Mr. Estnbronk of Newton when 
he was a member of the general court, he 
being then as now the head of the New 
England commercial travelers organization. 

1 do not know limv the bill would affect 
Newton, but the effect would bo to raise 
faros to most suburban cities, though there 
would doubtless be a gain for the com- 
mercial travelers. 

The state board of health submitted its 
annual report on water supply and sewer- 
age this week. It contains the facts con- 
cerning tho Watertown additional supply 
of water, which was offensive to the taste 
and smell, both of which objections were 
removed by the process of filtration through 
sand. 

Capt. Edward F. Hamlin of Newton 
Centre, the executive clerk, has been re- 
ceiving his friends in his now quarters this 
week. He lms the most stylish roll-top 
desk iu all tho State 11 on. so, the combina- 
tion of tho ancient claw feet with the 
modern roll-top being very effective. 
Architect Everett tolls me that he has seen 
a very old desk which was almost exactly 
like it. 

These have been busy days for First 
Clerk John O. Adams of the treasury de- 
partment. The annual report of tho de- 
partment is In process of completion, and 
tho coming of the first of January neces- 
sitates balances and all sorts of extra 
labor, until the business of another year is 
well started. 

Commissioner Bishop of tho railroad 
board lias been busy of late getting out tho 
unnuul report, which should appear this 
week. Tho railroad commission is a well 
paid body, aud ought to be, for it has more 
work to do than almost any other commis- 
sion about tho State House. If there is 
any let up, it is because there have been 
double hearings and conferences on many 
days, and other matters are pushed over in 
order to give time to catch up. Mr. Bishop 
was fortunnte in haying been a member of 
tiie board at the time when it Uid the most 
creditable thing in its history. Of course 
I refer to its action on tiie West End lease. 
I would not say that it lmd not done other 
things equally as creditable, but it so hap- 
pened that the popular interest in this sub- 
ject was such that it attracted more atten- 
tion. It lms done more to strengthen the 
system of administration by commissions 
than anything which has happened in a 
long time. 

•The gas and electric commission will re- 
port in a few days. It will take up the 
question of municipal lighting, which, as a 
matter of argument, inoludes the whole 
problem of municipal conduct of quasi- 
imblic enterprises. If lam not mistaken it 
Is going to be unotlier proof of the value of 
commissions. These boards stand between 
tho corporations and the public, and they 
have as great a duty in the matter of pro- 
tecting invested capital, which may often 
be the savings of the poor, as they have in 
protecting the rights of the people. That 
is the model commission which does bpth 
these things impartially. 

The lmtbor and land commission, to 
which 1 have already referred, is not a 
whit behind other boards in its industry 
and devotion to the needs and rights of the 
'Public. 1 am ubout the office neatly every 
| day, and it is refreshing to see the earnest- 
ness with which Messrs. Emery and 
' White* the active members, with every at- 
tache, seeks to make tiie path of peti- 
tioners easy, while holding them to the 
strictest adherence to the letter of their 
, licenses. The work this board has on its 
hands is simply overwhelming. 

The prison commission, of which Rev. 
Herbert D. Ward is a member, has printed 
u portion of its reports tills week. It will 
be interesting to see what the commission 
says, if anything, concerning the proposi- 
tion to use prisoners to build a Cape Cod 
canal. Superintendent of Prisons Petti- 
grove, in his special report, is expected to 
fully elaborate the scheme outlined by the 
governor. Mann.

Mayor Henry K. Cobb and the aldermen 
of ’PS were inaugurated last Monday after- 
noon. The exercises were held In the new 
council chamber at City Hall, and were at- 
tended by over 300. The large gather ng 
completely tilled all available seating space 
in the auditorium and gallery, and many 
were obliged to stand on the floor of the 
chamber and in the corridors. 

The aldermanic chamber was handsome 
]y decorated with palms and rare exotics, 
and on the desks of the new members were 
bouquets of flowers. The new improve- 
ments were displayed with good advant- 
age, and together with floral decorations 
presented a pleasing sight. Never before 
was the important ceremony held under 
more favorable circumstances. 

Long before the hour sot for beginning 
the exercises, the spectators began to 
gather, and before 3 o’clock, the rooms 
were filled. Shortly afterwards the mayor 
and the new board entered and were es- 
corted to their respective seats. Alderman 
Knowlton was absent. 

Itev. Daniel L. Furber, pastor emeritus 
of the First church. Congregational of 
Newton Centre, offered prayer. Judge 
Robert R. Bishop administered the oath of 
office to the mayor, who in turn adminis- 
tered it to the aldermen. 

Mayor Cobb in his inaugural said: 
Gentlemen of the Board ot Aldermen: — 
This day marks an important era in the 
history of* our beloved municipality. Early 
in the year a draft for a new charter, which 
had been carefully considered by a com- 
petent committee of citizens.and adopted by 
both branches of the City Council, was pre- 
sented to the state legislature, and by them 
referred to their committee on cities. T our 
mayor and the city solicitor, together with 
several other prominent citizens, appeared 
before that committee, who, after carefully 
reviewing our action, reported a bill in the 
present form to the general court, which 
was unanimously passed, and adopted by 
our citizens at the state election by a de- 
cided majority. 

That new charter becomes operative to- 
day. At the municipal election just held, 
you and 1 were entrusted with the import- 
ant duty of organizing the city government 
under this new charter. We should feel 
highly complimented that our fellow citi- 
zens have deemed us worthy of this great 
responsibility, and it behooves us most 
seriously and earnestly to set ourselves to 
the performance of the task thus imposed 
upon us, under a full realization that the 
judgment of the future as to the wisdom of 
this important step largely depends upon 
our faithful and judicious action in its 
initiation. 

We should endeavor to convince our citi- 
zens that they have made no mistake in 
this new departure by giving them the most 
efficient and wisely economical administra- 
tion that they have ever enjoyed. To this 
I pledge my best service, and call upon you 
for your cordial co-oi)eration. 

Your first duty will be to adopt ordi 
nances, rules and orders, which shall in 
full, practical detail interpret the general 
principles of the cliaiter, and define the 
duties of both the legislative and executive 
departments. I urge you to proceed with 
promptness in this direction

In view of thegr«?at enlargement of our 
debt, made necessary by the extensive im- 
provements now nearly completed, it must 
have been gratifying to our tax-payers that 
the t ix rate has been reduced this year 
from $10 00 to $10.20, with a fair prospect 
of a fill ther reduction next year.

been rendered. The state attorneys have j 
Joined the city in this appeal. 

There is now duo the city from the state 
for work done by our highway department 
$49,373.99. 

The construction in all these cases has 
been of the most thorough character, and 
has been furthered with great despatch, 
reflecting great credit upon the highway de- 
partment officials. It is now completed, 
with the exception of the crossings at Cen- 
tre street, Centre place, Washington and 
St. James streets, where bridges were not 
put in place early enough to allow the ap- 
proaches to be surfaced before the ground 
became frozen. 

The engineering department has shown 
commendable efficiency iu all these great 
enterprises, and its able chief has been un- 
wearied in his devotion to the work. 

Notwithstanding this great drain upon 
the resources of the department, other 
work has not been neglected. Work on 
Boyd's Pond, and the lowering and deepen- 
ing of Luumiry Brook has been well com- 
menced, and 1 recommend a small appropri- 
ation to complete this improvement, which 
will give a beautiful and continuous drive 
from Watertown, through Jackson road, 
Lewis terraee and Cabot Park to Cabot 
street. 

The extension of the street railways 
through our streets has also entailed much 
extra work upon the department. 

The work at Bullough’s Pond has been 
contracted for, and is about half done. 
This improvement will preserve that beau- 
tiful feature in the very center of our city, 
at a comparatively small expense, and I 
think meets the approval of our citizens 
generally. 

This extra work being finished, the high- 
way department in the coming year can 
give its attention more fully to the general 
repairs, and to the long needed reconstruc- 
tion of several streets, appropriations for 
which have been made in the budget for 
this year. 

There have been so many new streets 
opened recently that it Is impossible for the 
department to keep pace with the demand 
for sidewalks and crossings. Our citizens 
must practice the virtue of patience, and 
not expect us in one year to furnish them 
with the conveniences which other munici- 
palities are a decade in acquiring. 

PUBLIC BUILDINGS’ DEPARTMENT. 

The last work is being done upon our 
beautiful and commodious High school 
building, and the scholars are now occupy- 
ing it. By rigid economy and a careful at- 
tention to detail, the public property com- 
mittee have, at a very reasonable cost, 
given us a structure which should well be 
the pride of our people, A gentleman well 
qualified to judge writes me, “I know of 
no other municipality that can show so 
much for the money expended.” 

In my last inaugural I recommended to 
the committee the utiiziug of the old Fierce 
school house for a court house and police 
headquarters, when it should be vacated. 
That time has nww come, and contracts 
have been signed for alteration, which will 
give us as couvenieut accommodations for 
that purpose as could well be desired. 

The change of charter called for a larger 
room for the board of aldermen, and this 
hall, which was comparatively useless, has 
been fitted up as you now see it; und I leave 
you to judge of the success of the plan. This 
allows of enlarged accommodations for all 
the several departments, which have long 
been seriously crowded, and solves the 
question of City Hall accommodations for 
years to come. I believe the expenditure 
which this calls for, will, when made, com- 
mand the upprovul of all our citizens. 

Increased school accommodations de- 
mand our early attention. There should be 
a new primary school established on the 
southerly side of Wards One and Seven, a 
new brick grammar school house for the 
Bigelow school, and a primary and inter- 
mediate building for the Underwood 
school. This, the most populous part of 
our city, has the poorest school buildings in 
town, and the people of this section have a 
right to ask for your consideration. 

WATER DEPARTMENT. 

This department today passes out of the 
hands of the water board, to be hereafter 
managed by a water commissioner. He 
will need all his abilities to enable him to 
care for it as efficiently as the retiring 
board. These gentlemen for years have 
given unrecompensed toil and care to its 
administration, and should receive the 
heartfelt gratitude of their fellow citizens. 

This department has laid 5 miles of main, 
making a total of 130 3-4 miles in the 
system.

The old reservoir is now used only as a 
reserve, and no water has been taken from 
it for two years. The Metropolitan Water 
Board have made advances for its purchase, 
and I think will he willing, as one of the 
terms of the sale, to agree that we may 
make connections with them to furnish us 
water, on any emergency, up to the present 
capacity of the reservoir, ( which is 15,000 , 000 
gallons) without cost. If a proper price 
can he obtained, I would .recommend the 
sale, 

A reasonable sum should be appropriated 
for grading the grounds around the high 
service reservoir and pumping station, und 
planting shade trees and shrubs thereon. 

SEWER DEPARTMENT. 

There has been built during the year 2 1-5 
utiles of main sewer to the Lower Falls, 
providing that locality with sewer facilities 
which were much needed. A considerable 
portion of this work was a deep rock cut, 
which was quite expensive, and of necessi- 
ty very slow. It should be the policy of 
the city to further extend the system to the 
Upper Fulls. 

An additional 5 miles of sewer extension 
Ituve been built iu various purts of the city. 
The total cost of tills work has been 
$132,000. 

The sewer maintenance has cost $2523, 
principally consisting of flushing of newers, 
und repairs where there were slight defects 
I und obstructiuuf. There have been laid 310 
! house connections, at a cost of $11,300, paid 
by the owners.

' This board reports that the death rate 
; has fallen from 17.97 in 1890 to 18.29 in 1897. 
There lias been a largo number of con- 
tagions cases, of which about thirty- live 
; percent, of the more serious cases have 
: been removed to the Newton Hospital, and 
! treated there at an expense of $4213.73. 

1 A new ambulance for contagious diseases 
, 1ms been procured and put in commission. 

Contracts have been made for a new 
i steam disinfecting plant in connection with 
j the steam heating and electric lighting 
plant, which will supply the City Hall and 
I court house. This combination supplies 
; these various necessities at a very low 
I lignre. 

! A system of medical inspection of the 
schools lias been inaugurated, whereby 
| every pupil will he examined after eaoli 
1 vacation by competent physicians. Four 
| thousand six hundred and five children 
t were so examined in September, 
j A nuisance at West Newton Hill, caused 
by wet, spongy land, has been abated, at an 
expense of $1373.30, and three-fourths of 
this amount assessed us betterments on the 
abuttors. 

A house to house sanitary inspection lias 
been made in several congested localities, 
and 1435 houses visited, and 799 notices to 
Improvo sanitary conditions have been 
issued. 

The legislature has delegated the duty of 
granting licenses for location oT stables to 
this board, and the citizens of Newtonvllle 
have had occasion to test their patience in 
the matter of the locution of a livery stable. 

OVERSEERS OF THE POOR. 

This board have made good their former 
record, having taken care of the poor in 
the Almshouse, (an average of is inmates), 
at a net expense of $2218.82, and have ex- 
pended for cure of poor out of Almlumse.

I was composed of seventeen new, and four 
] old, members, and the difficulties of the 
presiding officer in making committee ap- 
pointments can well bo imagined. The 
president of the board today will find that 
fifteen out of the twenty-one members have 
a 1 read v served iu 11 similar capacity, and 
the citizens are to bo commended for hav- 
ing returned so many of their faithful ser- 
vants. 

It is a source of regret to me that I shall 
be deprived of the privilege of presiding 
over your deliberations. During the two 
venrs past that duty Ims been a most de- 
lightful one. The uniform courtesy and 
good fellowship which I have here enjoyed 
will remain with me as a pleasant memory. 

It will be my endeavor, as we enter upon 
our new relations, so to administer the ex- 
ecutive department that there will ho no 
jar or friction between the two brunches of 
tin* government. Those who have so 
faithfully and efficiently performed tho 
arduous committee work in the past will 
flml their Jurisdiction under the new chart- 
er somewhat curtailed, and at first there

The department lias been deprived of the 
services of our esteemed City Marshal 
Richardson for nearly six months, by tea 
son of serious illness. He is now, how- 
ever, on a fair way to recovery. 

Notwithstanding this fact, the force lias 
been kept iu effective condition, and 1ms 
done faithful work. They have made 1241 
arrests; 19 liquor seizures; found and re- 
turned lost property to the value of $5359.01 ; 
and out of $4(577.25 worth of stolen pro- 
perty reported, $3995.59 worth has been re- 
covered.

Formerly those prisoners who were sen- 
tenced to the House of Correction at East 
Cambridge were conveyed there by steam 
or street car, at considerable risk and ex- 
pense, but u prison van, such us is used in 
most of the other cities in this vicinity, has 
been purchased, and hereufter will carry 
all prisoners directly from the court room 
to tiie door of the jail. 

Seventy-three per cent, of tiie arrests 
made cun be directly traced to tiie use of 
liquor, and the officers ituve been very dili- 
gent in abating tiie liquor nuisance, making 
l!) seizures uud procuring convictions iu 
most cases. 

The number of diseases which need alco- 
holic remedies seems to be on tiie increase, 
as evidenced by tiie large number of liquor 
sales by our druggists. It is to be hoped 
that our physicians who furnish prescrip- 
tions for Sunday sales, will be careful to 
discriminate betweeu chronic and acute 
cases. 

Twelve patrolmen ltave been added to 
tiie reserve force this year; seveu dur- 
ing the last mouth; thus providing very 
satisfactorily for the proper protection of 
the city. 

FI BE DEPARTMENT. 

This department lias responded to 175 
alarms during the year. The property at 
risk was valued at $(514,945, and the total 
amount of insurance paid was $29,741. 

The new lire alarm was duly installed 
early in tiie year, and lias furnished per- 
fect service. 

The apparatus is in tirst-class condition, 
the horses all tliut could be desired, and 1 
see no necessity for any considerable ex- 
penditure for renewals. I wish, however, 
to repeat my suggestion of last year for a 
supply wagon. 

The unprotected condition of tiie Chest- 
nut Hill distriut should receive your at- 
tention. 

The personnel of the department is satis- 
factory, and lias rendered effective service 
when called upon. 

CITY PHYSICIAN. 

I recommend establishing the office of 
City Physician, the incumbent of which 
shall, for a stated salary, under the direc- 
tion of the Overseers of tiie Poor, attend 
upon ull paupers in the Almshouse und 
elsewhere in the city; on cull from the 
Police Department, ull prisoners in lock- 
up, uud insane persons; and on application 
front iteuds of departments, all cases of ac- 
cident to employes of the city; shall vac- 
cinate ull pupils iu public schools requiring 
the same; exumiue all applicants for ap- 
pointments under the civil service; uml 
render all inedico-legul assistance und testi- 
mony in actions against tiie city for per- 
sonal injuries, under tiie direction of tiie 
City Solicitor. By this means, the city 
will be more satisfactorily served and much 
money saved. 

PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

I regret tiie persistent efforts made by 
some (if our citizens to extend tiie already 
over-burdened curriculum of our public 
schools, introducing matters which take 
tiie time und attention of the scholurs from 
tiie more important brunches of education. 
(1 hope tiie School Committee will protect 
us from any further innovation.) Practi- 
cal and common sense educators ure realiz- 
ing tiie evil results of this course uud ure 
outspoken 011 the subject. Prof, Peek, of 
Columbia College, iu a briliiuut paper on 
‘‘Some Pituses of American Education,” 
suys: ‘‘The present cruze for making the 
curriculum a common dumping ground for 
every possible vuriety of instruction is the 
most unfortuuute of ull the tendencies tliut 
are visible iu educational theory toduy— ” 

STREET RAILWAYS. 

Lust year the Governor, fueling tliut tiie 
present legislation hearing upon the rela- 
tions betweeu tiie street railwuysaud tiie 
municipalities was not satisfactory, ap- 
pointed a very competent commission, who 
ate making u thorough examination of thu 
subject and will probably make recommen- 
dations early in tiie session of the present 
legislature. 

1 therefore submit that it will be unwise 
for us to gruut any more franchises, or 
enter iuto any further agreements witli 
such corporations, pending the uctiou of 
the (ieuerul Court. 

One year ago the incoming city council 


stniing its provisions, but you may lie sure 
that I shall not desire to assume any au- 
thority that does not belong to me, and 1 
tint certain that you will not be disposed to 
encroach upon my prerogative.

Single Tax Club. 

The 30th meeting of the club was heir] at 
230 Bellevue street, Tuesday evening. The 
suggestion was offered that the club Invite 
the pastors of all the Newton churches to 
a dinner to he given at the Woodland Park 
Hotel on Wednesday evening, Feb. 9. It 
was voted so to do and J. B. Willis, C. S. 
Fnunce, F. H. Tucker, and C. It. Fillehrown 
were tnnde a committee with full powers. 
Mr. Fillehrown reported having spoken 
since last meeting on Dec. 16, before the 
('banning cluli of Newton; Dee. 19 at the 
Second Universal ist church, Lynn; Dec. 
20, at dinner of the Monday club, Trinity 
church chapel, Boston; Jan. ft, town hall, 
Middleboro, Mass. ; Jan. 10, Uni versa) ist 
cluli dinner at Hotel Brunswick. In vita 
tions to Springfield and to the State Grange 
at Brockton had to he declined for want of 
time. 

The following letter from Rev. E. Y. 
Mullins, pastor of the First Baptist church 
in Newton, intended for the memorial 
meeting of Dec. 15, but received one day 
too late, was read : 

Samuel P. Thrasher, Sec’y— 

Dear Sir— Your invitation to mo to the 
memorial services in honor of Henry 
George is received, for which please ac- 
cept my hearty thanks. A previous en- 
gagement of importance will prevent my 
being present In person, but I wish to ex- 
press to you, and if you deem it advisable, 
to the meeting also, my hearty sympathy 
with the object which brings you together. 

I have for a number of years been an inter- 
ested reader of Mr. George’s writings, ami 
have come to regard him as one of the 
purest and most disinterested spirits of our 
times, as well os a very profound and sug- 
gestive thinker. His loss to the moral 
forces of our age cannot be easily over-es- 
timated, though of course his influence will 
be perpetuated through coming ages by 
means of his remarkable writings. One is 
not compelled to adopt all his views in 
order to sympathize most heartily with his 
motives and spirit, and certainly no lover 
of Immunity cun withhold tiis tribute of ad- 
miration and respect from a character so 
beautiful in its unselfish ness and so com- 
pletely identified in purpose with the high- 
est good of his fellow men?

Mrs. Dr. M. W. Faunoe read a short 
paper on “Why I believe the Single Tax 
the best method of obtaining public 
revenue." Tliis paper was referred to a 
committee with recommendation to print 
iu tract form. The paper iu full or a synop- 
sis will appear in next week’s issue. 

Mr. Fillehrown read two short statements 
on the point of confiscation us follows; 

Our problem deals with the distribution 
of current wealth. The total earnings of 
labor are all divided between taxes, ground 
rent and wages. The minimum wage we 
say is too small. Taxation and ground rent 
are the upper and nether millstones be- 
tween which tliis minimum w age is ground 
so small. In tliis grinding process we see 
the simple, ample cause of present mal-ud- 
justment and derangement. The sound of 
this grinding we propose shall cease. All 
indirect taxation we propose to abolish. 
All direct tuxes we would pay into the pub- 
lic instead of into a private pocket. 

May I give you an illustration of what 
seems to us the confiscation of the present 
system? Thirty years ago the Masonic 
Temple at Tremont and Boylston streets, 
and tlie Chas. Francis Adams building op- 
posite were built, new and beautiful edi- 
fices. Today they are worthless, one gone 
and the other going. Now what is being 
done today? The labor that built those 
buildings, the labor that has paid their in 
surance taxes and repairs for thirty years— 
that same labor is replacing these struc- 
tures themselves probably at double the 
first outlay as a double basis for a double 
amount of taxes for another thirty' or fifty 
years. This periodical confiscation us it 
seems to us of the produot of labor recurs 
every generation or two. Meantime the 
land has at least doubled, perhaps more 
than trebled iu value plus the amount of its 
own taxes. It is taxed only at the same 
rate as the buildings and its ow ner is never 
at the expense of renewal. Upon the pres- 
ent system, even, should not the laud pay 
a tax at least twice that imposed upon im- 
provements? 

The Single Tax will destroy thp specula- 
tive value of land. We believe it is Divine- 
ly ordained so to do. 'File owner of the 
vacant land holding it out of use for a rise 
is likely to he a loser as lie ought to lie. 
People try through legislation to prevent 
the cornering of breadstuff's. We propose, 
by the only way in which it can he done, 
to stop the cornering of the source of ail 
breadstuffs, the source of all the raw ma- 
terial of uli w ealth. 

Land values are taxed today 1 and 1-2 per 
cent, and nothing is said about confiscation. 
We piopose to add 1 and 1-2 to 2 per cent, 
more to tliis rate, exempting all improve- 
ments, and you say it is confiscation. Gen- 
erally speaking, improvements and person- 
al property taken together are equal to, or 
greater than the land values of a communi- 
ty. If the added tax upon laud is confisca- 
tion, then the added exemption of an equal 
amount of improvements and personal 
property is just as fully and equally and 
literally compensation. Granting for a mo- 
ment the charge of confiscation, suppose 
the state proceeds to compensate the land 
owner, let me ask you soberly to witness 
the absurd predicament you are in. The 
statu will have thus endowed the landlord 
with a permanent fund, equal in amount to 
the value of h is laud, the annual income 
from which will fully offset his annual as 
sessment under the Single Tax and you 
have the spectacle of a liappv landlord 
totally exempted from uli taxation what- 
ever on land or improvements. May not 
tins reduction to absurdity spike now and 
forever the confiscation gun. Confiscation 
is the only trig to the wheels that prevents 
this Single Tax car of Juggernaut from 
rolling immediately over the decayed car- 
casses of the present vicious, iuiouitous, 
condemnuble systems of luxation. Nothing 
else hinders Massachusetts from being the 
first to adopt the Single Tax, as »ho was 
the first to adopt t he Australian Ballot. 

It was decided to arrange for the holding 
of the next meeting iu West Newton.

American blood In tlie British house of 
lords. 

Every one going up and down lower 
Broadway notices t ho statue of John Watts 
In Trinity churchyard. It was erected by 
his descendant. General Do I ’oyster. «1a 
has a predllcctlm for that sort . f tlin.g. 
Now old John Walts, * osld * living tho 
progenitor of General Do Pifstor, was tho 
progenitor of the present marquis of Alisa 
and earl of Casslllfs There wore earls of 
Casslllls before Mary, queen of Scots, mar- 
ried tho dauphin of Franco, and thorc 
wero Herons Kennedy before Columbus 
discovered America. On that wild coast 
wtiioh looks out on the Scottish islands, 
where Ailsa lifts her head above tho foam, 
tho Konnodys have always roigned, and 
Captain Kennedy of tho royal navy mar- 
ried a Miss Schuyler of New York, who Is 
put down in tho records of the col logo of 
heralds as coming from New Jersey. For 
his second wife he married a Miss Watts 
of Now York, and from that union sprang 
the present marquis of Ailsa and earl of 
Cassillis. The man who nmrriod Miss 
Schulyor camo to Ids earldom and Ids 
estates on tho death of his brother nftor a 
contest between tho Earl of Maroh and 
Ruglcn shout the succession, which was 
decided in favor of the captain’s brother. 

It was tho same sort of a contest which 
was waged by the Rev. Bryan Fairfax mid 
by Lord Stirling, with tho potent excep- 
tion that two of tho American claimants 
were successful, and the third. Lord Stir- 
ling, was not. Thcfact that William Alex 
under fought bravely In tho cause of tho 
colonies may have had something to do 
with his lack of success boforo the house 
of lords. However, the American blood 
in the Earl of Cassillis advanced him to 
a marquisato, and General De Peyster has 
erected a monument to old John Watts 
Ono of the carl’s sons married the daugh- 
ter of General Alexander Macomb of tho 
United States army.

CAMEL’S HAIR SHAWLS. 


liow the Finest rend Mont Expensive Ones 
Are Manufactured. 

In Bokhara, where the finest and must 
expcnsiviNoniuel’s liuir shawls are manu- 
factured, the camel is watched while the 
fine hair on the under part of his body is 
growing. This is clipped so carefully that 
not a fiber is lost, mid it is put by until 
there is enough to spin into a yarn, which 
is unequalcd for softness. It is then dyed 
all manner of hoautiful bright colors and 
woven in strips eight inches wide in shawl 
patterns of such exquisite design as with 
all our study of art and all our schools of 
^design we are not uble to rival. These 
strips arc then sewed together so cunning- 
ly that It is impossible to detect where 
they are joined. Russia is the principal 
market to which these beautiful Bokharan 
creations arc scut. From Russia they find 
their way ull over the world, London, 
Paris, Vienna and New York boing tho 
heaviest importers. 

Besides these oriental shawls there nro 
beautiful woven shawls of Paisley, Scot- 
land, tho printed shawls of Lyons anil the 
filmy Llama lace creations, which, unlike 
the oriental works of art, are within reuch 
of tho moderate purse. Special artists with 
pencil and Lrush are engaged in making 
designs for those shawls. Whilo years, and 
sometimes a lifutimo, wore and are re- 
quired fur the manufacture of tlie Bokhar 
an and Himlou shawls, at Paisley, if tho 
pattern requires months in its designing, 
tin* weaving of the must elaborate pattorn 
occupies only a week. 

The cutting of tho threads from tho 
backs of the shawls, which was formerly a 
process requiring tho combined labor of 
two girlB one entire day for each shawl, is 
dow done by a French machine iu u min- 
ute and a half. Few of the grand dames 
who boast of costly oriental shawls, rugs 
uml portiorcs know that these same ur tides 
have probably seen service before they 
camo into tin ir possession, that tho mag- 
nificent shawls in which they wrap them- 
selves lmvc enveloped the women of some 
burcins, and tlie rugs and portieres have 
draped their luxurious apurtmunts. It is 
not uncommon to find u telltale darn that 
con firms this suspicion. — Textile World.

Where Some Help Would do Much Good. 

To the Editor of the Graphic :— 

Just 2f> years ago some of the charitable 
people of Newton organized a Home for 
Orphan Children. Later on its name was 
changed to “The Poinroy Home" to per- 
petuate the memory of the gracious lady, 
who for u long while, most ably managed 
its ulTairs and made herself a mother in- 
deed to the succession of girls who found 
shelter beneath its hospitable roof. 

The Home owns its building and grounds 
on Hovey street *and has a small invested 
fund. The income from the latter is about 
$750 yer year. The expenses come to 
$;jooo per year, a very moderate amount in- 
deed when we consider the number who 
are so nicely oared for. To meet the run- 
ning expenses it is necessary to collect some 
$2,1<><) annually. 

Eor some reasons only a little more than 
Sljitf) were -ecured last year, leaving a 
deficiency of $t»oo. This is the first time in 
2 T> years that the receipts have not been 
hutneient to meet the expenses. What is 
the matter? 

The Home is doing us good work as ever. 
Its affair- are well managed, and these 
orphan children ure iust as much in need of 
care as are others. The probable explana- 
tion is that an erroneous impression pre- 
vails among some who would otherwise be 
contributors that their help is not needed; 
and then it may be that not enough atten- 
tion has not been called to the Home. It 
has gone on quietly doing its work with but 
little publicity.

* The committee on the liquor law this 
week considers the petition of certain citi- 
zens of Malden for a prohibitory section in 
their charter. The writer was in many of 
the meetings which were held by request 
of the city governmentof Malden to discuss 
the charter which was thrown out by the 
General Court last year. Though there 
was a great difference of opinion on many 
sections, the section providing for perma- 
nent prohibition was adopted by a great 
mass meeting without dissent. It is this 
section which it is now sought to save. 
Though there is thought by some to be a 
constitutional objection to the bill, in that 
it releases Malden from the local option 
feature of the general law, there seems to 
be no doubt of tiie right of the legislature 
t«* pass a prohibitory statute, or to pass 
other statutes giving prohibition in New- 
ton, Cambridge, Quincy and other no- 
license cities. Mulden is simply leading 
the way. 

The railroad committee, to which Sena- 
tor Harwood is assigned again this. year, 
must first of all report on the Boston and 
Maine bill, to which I referred last week. 
William II. Coolidge of Newton has regis- 
tered as legislative counsel of the road on 
all matters, but this question is of course 
the paramount one with him. I talked it 
over with him tiie other day, and he point- 
ed out certain features of it. of which I 
have not spoken. While one purpose is to 
give the Boston & Maine roa<l the right to 
purchase shares, which may be issued by 
tiie Maine Central road, and so retain con- 
trol of that important property, it would be 
of advantage to the road if it could also 
purchase shares which inuy be issued in 
tiie Lowell, the Connecticut River and 
other systems. The reduction of lixed 
charges makes possible a reduction in 
fares, and while it would not in a sense re- 
duce tl»e interest account of the road to 
own these shares, which it is provided in 
the bill shall remain in the treasury under 
penalty, it would of course greatly change 
the situation if tiie road were paying so 
much of the interest to itself oil tiie shares 
it owned. What is sought is to give the 
road some protection should we have in 
the future uuother “Bryan year,” when tiie 
ruilroads would suffer. At present the 
road aids Boston by tho immense amount 
of freight it brings in through Canada, lie- 
cause of its leases.

The proposed Westbourne boulevard in 
Brighton seems to have taken somednfiimte 
course, and in all probability the matter 
will soon bn brought to a head. 

City Engineer Morrison has already \ 
drawn plausof tho proposed thoroughfare, | 
and the visit of tiie park and street com- I 
missioners to Brighton last week bears a 
great deal of weight. Tho commissioners j 
wore all in favor of the proposition. Tho j 
only thing, they thought, that stood in tho 
way of the immediate beginning of the 
work was tho lack of funds 
The proposed boulevard will run from 
Washington street, Brighton, up Luke to 
Kendrick and thence through the land 
between Chandler’s and Strong’s ponds, 
owned by J. R. Downing, to the Newton 
boulevard. 

Lake street will be widened to 90 feet, 
and Kenrick street, or Westbourne, to 120 
feet. On the northern side of tho thorough- 
fare a 30- foot terrace will bo built upon 
the land owned by B. F. Paine. Between 
this and another driveway on the southern 
side will be a grass plot, along which elec- 
tric cars will run. 

A no- foot driveway will be built from the 
boulevard around Chandler’s pond, on the 
southern side to Lake street. A bicycle | 
path will also be built here. The land be- i 
tween this driveway and tiie pond will be 
grassed over, and seats and summer houses 
placed there. It is proposed to have a play 
ground between the two ponds. 

The park commissioners are also advo- 
cating the improvement of Rogers Park, 
which the city took some time ago. A 
playground will be Instituted on the part 
of the park fronting on Luke street, and 
a ball field, open air gymnasium and 
plunge bath are to bo included. 

An entrance for pedestrians will be built 
from Washington street into the park, be- 
tween Foster and Lake streets. This will | 
also serve as an overlook for the whole 
park and boulevard, and will be 100 feet 
w ide. There is some talk of having another 
Oo-foot driveway run through the park from 
Foster street to the boulevard, where it 
swings around Ketnlriok street. 

Chandler's and Strong's ponds will be re- 
served by the park commissioners us a 
skating ground in winter, and it is proposed 
to improve the surroundings much ufter 
the manner of Jamaica pond. 

The city of Newton will bo asked to as- 
sist in the mutter of constructing the West- 
bourne boulevard, as a section of *t runs 
through Newton.

MEETING MONDAY EVENING — REPORTS 
OF THE YEAR’H WO IM< HEAD HY THE

The annual mooting of the'Newton Con- 
gregational Club was lield Monday ovenlitg 
in the chapel of the Central Congregational 
ohurch, Newtonvllle. The doors were 
opened at five o’olock and supper was 
served at six. The business mooting was 
called to order at 7.30 by the president, Mr. 
Arthur C. Parley. The opening prayer 
was made by ltev. J. M. Dutton, followed 
by the rendition of two solos by Mrs. Ed- 
ward Strong of Newtonvllle. The report 
of the last meeting was read by the secre- 
tary, Mr. Arthur Kelly. The annual re- 
ports of the treasurer, Mr. William II. 
Partridge, and the secretary, Mr. Kelly, 
were read and accepted. The report of the 
executive committee was submitted by Mr. 
William E. Sheldon. 

The largest attendance of the year was 
at the November meeting, 120, ami the 
smallest at the March meeting, 82. The 
average for the year was 100. Following 
Is the table showing average for the past 
eleven years : 1887, 118; 1888, 128 ; 1880, 130 ; 
1890, 124; 1801, 130 1-2; 1802, 137; 1803,1301-2; 
1804, 147 1 2; 1803, 124 2-3; 1800, 108 1-2: 1807, 
100 1-2. The average attendance for the 11 
years is 1.35 10-11. The committee regrets 
this decrease in average but believes that 
the meetings have been profitable and help- 
ful in promoting the purposes for which 
the club was organized. 

These suggestions are made: 

Inasmuch as tile club has decided to 
change the place of holding the meetings 
from the chapel of West Newton Congre- 
gational church to the Central Congregation- 
al ohurch in Newtonvllle, which will greatly 
facilitate tiie attendance from ail sections 
of the city and vicinity, it is urged that a 
new and special effort be made this year by 
the pustors and the friends of the club to 
fill the quota to which each church is en- 
titled. 

Second, at the December meeting the 
club acted uuon some amendments to the 
constitution, proposed by the executive 
committee ami voted to omit in future the 
December meeting, reducing number of 
meetings from <i to 5. This was advocated 
with a view to improve the finances of the 
club, and with the hope that this method 
would avoid the annual debit. 

Third, the club voted to interpret the 
constitution sous to make ladies elegible to 
membership and also for office holding. It 
is hoped that this change will essentially 
strengthen the membership of the club and 
greatly extend its usefulness in all of the 
Congregational churches of the city. 

Fourth, the committee suggests that 
special appeal be made to induce all mem- 
bers of churches of our faith and perma- 
nently residing in Newton, to connect 
themselves with the club and unite their 
interests and helpful service with the pres- 
ent active membership in promoting en- 
larged church work. 

Fifth, it is further suggested that the 

I irivileges of the club be extended to inem- 
>ers of Congregational churches in the 
vicinity of Newton, where there are no 
regular organized associations of the kind, 
and that it invite such persons to apply for 
membership. 

Finally, it is suggested that the highest 
usefulness of the club and its stimulative 
co-operative influences with churches de- 
pends largely upon the individual efforts of 
members. A revival of personal, prayer- 
ful effort is urged during the year 18518 to 
promote by consecrated service, the cause 
of Christ in the churches of Newton. 

Rev. Charles M. Southgate of Auburn- 
dale submitted the report of the outlook 
committee. 

The amendments to the constitution were 
proposed and action was postponed until 
the next meeting. 

Rev. Daniel U. Furber, D. D., who re- 
cently celebrated his fiftieth anniversary as 
pastor of the First church of Newton was 
the guest of honor at the meeting and the 
following testimonial was read: 

The Congregational is ts of Newton, as 
represented by the Newton Congregational 
Club, take great pleasure in recognizing 
the fact that the Rev. Daniel I,. Furber. 
D. 1)., has been associated with them ami 
with their predecessors, as pastor of the 
First church in Newton, for the unusual 
term of fifty years; that as pastor ho has 
been faithful, judicious and successful, and 
as a neighbor sympathetic and inspiring. 
We therefore congratulate him upon reach- 
ing an anniversary so seldom attained 
under like conditions, and congratulate 
ourselves that, notwithstanding the burden 
of veurs, his present strength of body and 
activity of mind warrant the hope that lie 
may be providentially spared to us and to 
all his wide circle of friends to counsel 
from his exnerience and to cheer by his 
presence for many years to come. 

Rev. Dr. Furber responded, expressing 
his thanks for the evidence of friendship 
and esteem. 

The following officers were elected: 
President, Charles II. Daniels; vice- 
presidents, Rev. Charles M. Southgate, 
William (J. Dell: secretary, Arthur W. 
Kelly; treasurer, William 11. Partridge; 
executive committee, Albert L. Harwood, 
Rev. Charles E. Havens, Edward L. Pick- 
ard; nominating committee, Arthur C. 
Farley, David S. Fuinhain, William E. 
Lowry, Suinuel (J. Webber, M. 1)., Charles 

K. Moore, J. F. Pollard; re- 
ception committee, Edward W. Greene, 
Nelson G. Cooley, Edward MoLellun, N.

The retiring president, Mr. Arthur C. 
Farley, greeted Mr. Daniels with a few 
well chosen remarks. Mr. Daniels thanked 
the members for the honor conferred upon 
him uml then introduced tiie speaker of the 
evening, the Rev. Rueu Thomas, D. 1)., 
pastor of tiie Harvard church, Brookline, 
ills subject was “English and American 
Congregationalism.’’ 

Every condition of life, lie said, is made 
up partially of atmosphere. The surround- 
ing influences form an atmosphere impossi- 
ble to describe, and in which a person 
must live to appreciate. One cannot know 
one country until be knows two. The Con- 
gregationalists of Engluud show their ap- 
preciation of American ministers by invit- 
ing them to visit and preach then* during 
the summer. The English Congrogutioiwil- 
ists differ from the American in boldness 
of utteruuce. in England, the church is 
founded not on any creed established by 
the church, but is Apostolic ami is believed 
to be the oldest form of church worship. 

There is not the religious liberty in Eng- 
land that there is in America', this is not so 
uoticeuble in Loudon us in the towns. 
There, unless u person bus firmly estab- 
lished religious beliefs he will almost cer- 
tainly be drawn into the established 
church. During the past fifty yours, the 
church 1ms gradually revived the ideas of 
the middle ugos uml emphasized the old 
formulas us in tiie Komuu church. There 
are many churches in Engluud which en- 
tirely discard the use of tiie word Protes- 
tant. 

This is the clement which the Congrega- 
tional churches of England huve to resist; 
they huve planted themselves fairly ou the 
Scriptures. They inuy be weak ecclesiasti- 
cally and frojy a theological standpoint, but 
the Scriptures, as read und interpreted by 
their best minds, are their standard. They 
have never lust influeuoe and stand more 
stalwart than ever before. 

The Cougregatlouul churches should take 
a higher place. Every member should 

S raise God in song. There should be more 
evotioual servioe, more liberty, ecclesias- 
tical, biblical and persoual, is ueeded ; not 
the liberty of the evil iuau, but reasonable 


liberty to worship God aocofding to the 
light given us. 

The English Congregational Ists are more 
responsive. They are apt to applaud if the 
minister says anything which pleases. It 
is easier there to bring people into church 
fellowship; there Is no committee of six or 
seven to come between the applicant and 
the minister. The candidate visits the pas- 
tor himself and is questioned by him with 
no committee intervention. 

The Congregational church has done a 
mighty work, mightier than they know. 

Dr. Thomas said io closing: Let me ap- 
penl for a more fervent study of the Bible. 

At the close of the address the club ex- 
pressed its appreciation of Dr. Thomas' 
nddress by a vote of thunks. Prayer was 
offered by Rev. John K. McLean of Oak-, 
land, Cal., and the meeting adjourned.

Single Tax Club. 

Mrs. Dr. M. \V. Faunce, a member of the 
Single Tax class read an answer to the 
question, “Why do I believe the Single Tax 
the best method of obtaining public 
revenue?” at the last meeting, of which 
the following is the briefest possible sum- 
mary: “One reason is tiie grave defects of 
the present listing system. Every person, 
no matter how patriotic or honest, feels an 
instinctive repugnance to wlmt seems 
to him an unwarrantable inquisition 
into and exposition of his private affairs. 
Uncertain as to actual value, the honest 
man gives himself tiie benefit of the doubt. 
The microscopic valuation of the dishonest 
man is the scandal of the state. The Board 
of Equalization may scale, down the over- 
valuation of the honest taxpayer, but it 
seldom rights the ratio by scaling up the 
under valuation of the dishonest taxpayer. 
Collection under the present system is ex- 
pensive, complicated, irritutiug and de- 
moralizing. The new and better way recog- 
nizing the land, not as wealth but as tiie 
ultimate source of all wealth, lays its tax 
directly thereon, leaving wealth itself as 
fast as produced to seek natural channels 
of distribution, somewhat as for a laundry 
supply of water you would tap the main 
pipe at the meter rather than to bring 
down in buckets from the twenty faucets 
all over the house. Then considering the 
land as the natural inheritance of the 
human race to be secured to each, share and 
share [alike ; this new plan shows a way 
“how to do it.” As tiie value of this land 
depends not upon the one person upon that 
land but upon the community, of which he 
is only one, its value is measured by the 
amount for which it will sell or rent, so 
that when the state taxes the ground rent 
for public uses, it is only taking for its own 
use that which it makes. Those who hold 
no fee of land will receive their share of 
this natural revenue in tin* benefits of im- 
proved conditions. The Single Tax is pay- 
ment for a consideration and not a sub- 
traction from individual wealth. The full 
fruits of justice cannot be predicted, but 
some of them may be rationally inferred. 
First, the increased tax upon the land, mak- 
ing unprofitable to hold it out of use would 
give readier access by those who do want 
to use it. Witness the Detroit Potato 
Patch plan. Under our plan the poor man 
would not have to bury bis small fortune 
in the earth itself, which he inherits, hut 
only pay to the rest of the heirs for the use 
of their shares. Second, it would diminish 
crime by relieving poverty and tiie fear of 
poverty, and by making honest occupations 
more accessible ami remunerative. Filling 
the public purse from a natural source 
should stop replenishing it with the price 
of crime. Third, it would further temper- 
ance, removing its chiefest promoters, ex- 
cessive poverty and excessive wealth, and 
would remove tiie official sanction, by 
license, the seal, as it were, of the state. 
Fourth, it would greatly enhance ease, 
health and comfort by a more even distri- 
bution of population. When we contem- 
plate the world as it now is, the struggle 
for existence, the struggle for freedom, the 
struggle of tyranny to maintain itself, the 
general grab game in finance, the fraud, de- 
ceit. spoliation and oppression practiced 
upon those whose industry maintains the 
world, we must think surely such things 
were never intended to last forever. A 
better wav lias been revealed and we have 
now an opportunity to obey the prophet’s 
command, ”cease to do evil and learn to do 
well.” Let us by no means disobey the in- 
junction.

“My reign was brief, but brilliant. 
Proclamations were eont to all subjects to 
desist from eating the flesh of any wlilto 
men who might thereafter bo cast upon 
the shores of my domain, this being done 
so that none of my hapless shipmates who 
were yet nt sen would meet death at the 
hands of tho subjects of tho erstwhile first 
oflieor. 

“My roign ended after three months. 
When tho llrst steamer passed the islands, 
I had become tired of royal lifo and actu- 
ally disgusted with the smallness of my 
kingdom. I knew I bad no army with 
which to conquer tho world, or even tho 
smallest piece of it. 1 kicked over tho 
throne, threw away tho scepter and swam 
off to tho ship. My guard of honor wit- 
nessed the lust act of my reign nnd sum- 
moned the former king from bis banana 
patch. As the steamer drew away toward 
Australia I saw flame shoot from tho tem- 
ple and heard tho crash of arms. No doubt 
a contest was on for tho throne.” — San 
Francisco Call.

Men are honest when dealing with men, 
hut there is not the same honesty when 
men are dealing with tlie state. By tlie 
study of taxat on wo may help to form 
public opinion. If we go further than the 
matter of dollars and cents, we liud that in 
tii is matter of taxation lies tho root of 
trouble ami therein is the danger of tlie 
liberty of our people being taken away. 
Tim chief source of municipal revenue is 
the taxes This is divided .between real 
estate and personal property. The laws 
tempt men to perjure themselves. The 
fanner is in proportion to his wealth the 
most heavily burdened with taxes. Now 
if the civil stand point, she concluded, 
could be raised to that of tlie individual 
many of our wrongs would be righted. V 
discussion followed in which the following 
Indies participated : Mrs. l’hipps, Mrs. j’o- 
loubet and Mrs. 8awyer.

It will be tudieed from the ren 
treasurer that, as a result of the many 
economies made possible by the efficient 
administration of the internal workings of 
the hospital, the cost of maintenance lias 
been so largely reduced as to make a com- 
pensatory offset to the smaller income re- 
ceived from Hospital Sunday and other 
sources. There can be no doubt that we 
nre at the present time upon a basis of 
efficiency, as well as quality of service, 
which, combined with such economies as 
have been secured, place the institution In 
a position fairly entitling it to the warm- 
est appreciation of its numerous friends. 

The admirable report of the managers of 
tiie nurses' home ami training school sup- 
plies much interesting information as to 
the excellent condition of the school, at the 
same time illustrating the value of sucli an 
auxiliary to the hospital and to our citizens 
in their homes. 

'l’lie action originally suggested by the 
matron, recommended by the board of 
managers of the training school, and adopt- 
ed by the board of trustees, looking to a 
course of special preparation of one of our 
graduates at one of tiie larger institutions 
for the treatment of children solely, will 
enable us to make the best possible use of 
the increased facilities for the little ones’ 
benefit to be provided by Mr. and Mrs.

be appointed Head Nurse in our new Chil- 
dren's Ward. Both of these recommenda- 
tions have been adopted by the Executive 
I Committee. 

i It Ims been tiie custom in this school to 
i take care of our pupil nurses, in cases of 
| illness, but to stop their pay and give them 
, no credit for their time while they are thus 
incapacitated; so that, a nurse's under- 
, graduate life may be prolonged, by many 
' weeks, on account of time lost through her 
own illness. It seems necessary to con 
tinuo this rule so far as It relates to ordi- 
nary maladies, but it has been decided to 
modify it in the case of contagious disease 
acquired while nursing in the contagious 
wards. We must regard such a case as 
that of a soldier disabled while at li is post 
of danger, entitled to be cared for with full 
pay and time allowances. 

During tiie past year tho applications 
from those desirous of pursuing a course of 
training in this school nave numbered one 
hundred and thirty-live -a total greatly in 
excess of the cluss we could receive. The

As we pass in review the hospital work 
during tiie past year, the mind rests upon 
two events of unusual and permanent im- 
portance. Tiie first, in chronological order 
is the long dismissed problem relating to 
the services rendered by the hospital in the 
treatment of cases sent hither by authority 
of the city council, and a fair and reason- 
able compensation therefor. In former 
vears, the effort of the board of trustees 
has been, while securing its just dues for 
these services, to have the appropriation so 
made as to enable us to give the needed re- 
lief without attaching the stigma of paup- 
erism to worthy recipients. Various ex- 
pedients were devised having this end in 
view, and at the same time conforming 
with tiie spirit of the provisions of the law. 

In the absence of any settled method of 
procedure, the time of the members of the 
city council, as well as the hospital board, 
has been largely taken up in somewhat 
fruitless discussions at the beginning of 
each fiscal year. 

As a result of accumulated experience, 
re-inforced by a mutual disposition to reach 
some equitable settlement of the matter, an 
agreement was finally reached which seems 
to meet all the required conditions, and 
which may therefore be expected to be 
continuous. By the terms of this agree- 
ment, the city council has undertaken to 
pay for such cases as may be sent to the 
hospital by authority of tiie board of over- 
seers of the poor for treatment in tiie ordi- 
nary wards, at tiie rate per week which the 
books of the hospital for the year preced- 
ing indicate to have been the cost of such 
cases ; and for those cases sent to the con- 
tagious wards provided for the treatment 
of scarlet fever, diphtheria, smallpox and 
measles, by authority of the board of 
health of the city, at the higher cost rate 
for those cases as thus shown. 

It will be seen that under this agreement 
the hospital is recouped for expenditures 
actually incurred in tiie treatment of city 
cases, and tiie city receives a full equiva- 
lent for all its appropriations on this ac- 
count. 

It seems advisable to make this brief 
statement of the arrangement with the 
city authorities for the general information 
not only of the taxpayers, but also because 
frequent inquiries are received from other 
towns and cities in regard to the relation- 
ship between the Newton Hospitul and the 
city. Other places have experienced the 
same difficulty as we have in the s'dutio.i 
oi this question, and it is believed bv those 
who have most carefully considered the 
matter that the basis upon which our agree 
went now rests is fair, just and practicable. 

The other conspicuous point in tiie year’s 
work is tiie consummation of our hopes for 
many years, forced upon us recently by 
the increasing demand for better and larger 
accommodations in the various departments 
of tiie hospital. It is deeply gratifying 
that in this emergency those who aie most 
intimately acquainted with hospital needs, 
as well as with the quality of the work 
which is being done here, should have re- 
sponded with unstinted liberulity to the 
call of our present necessities. 

It lias transpired as an accomplished fact 
that three of the buildings, of which the 
hospital was in greatest want, will be sup- 
plied by members of tiie board of trustees 
of this hospital. Mr. ami Mrs. Edwin B. 
Haskell, in conjunction with Mr. ami Mrs 
J>. It. Emerson, liuve decided to build for 
our use an operating building, with re 
oovery wards ami other conveniences at- 
tached, which will g^e the surgical stall 
such conveniences and aids as have long 
been needed, and of a kind suggested by 
the latest developments in tiie science of 
surgery. 

Connected with this building will be a 
ward for the treatment of surgical cases 
only, which will be built by Mr. and Mrs 
('buries \V. Leonard, uml will most litting- 
ly lje named for their relative, Mrs. Eld- 
redge, who hud, while here, an enviable 
record as the largest single contributor to 
the funds of the Newton Hospital On the 
southwest side of tiie buildings will he 
ted u ward for children, by Mr. ami 
Mrs. Charles N. Dennison, as u memorial to 
one of their own little ones. 

For tiie provision of tin* fourth building 
considered by tiie medical profession, a 
necessity ut this time, we are indebted to 
tiie thoughtful munificence of our fellow- 
towiisnmu, Mr Mellen Bray of Newton 
Centre, who has expressed li is intention to 
build tiie second ward for surgical eases, 
oue being required for men, the other for 
women. It will be known us the Mellen 
Bray surgical ward. 

This handsome gift completes tiie group 
of buildings for tiie use of the surgeons 
uml their patients between the administra- 
tion building and tiie Nurses' Home, and 
will pi ure the iustitutiou in a most satis- 
factory condition for carrying on that im- 

t iortunt branch of its work. It would not 
>e possible to overstate our sense of gruti- 
tude to Mr. Bray for a gift so opportune 
and substantial 

Wheu it is remembered thut the trustees 
of this hospital and their immediate con- 
nections liuve in the past, present, and 
what has been thus promised for the near 
future, contributed more thun 150,000 for 
the provision of perinaneui buildings, ill 
addition to liberal donations for current 
ex pauses, one cannot fail to perceive that 
the uplifting iutiueuofe, which close uml 
constant association with sutleriug and Us 
relief has afforded at our hospital, has done 
its perfect work arnoug us. 

The cost of the corridors which will be 
required to oouneot the main group of 
bulldiugs with the several additions ludi- 
cated. some of which will be of unusual 
length, aud will therefore ueoessar 11 y en- 
tail a considerable expenditure, will be 


conjunction with this expert oversight, 
hospital will have a complete equipment 
for tiie care of sick and maimed children. 

Welcome words of approval continue to 
reach us of tiie work of our nurses outside 
ns well as in tiie hospital wards, while tiie 
unselfish services of tiie medical staff and 
the medical directors are always before us, 
and draw from those in closest contact 
with the work frequent expressions of 
grutitude aud admiration. 

In the year past, the ambulance was 
completely renovated and fitted with rubber 
tires, the work being done at cost by Mr. 
Murray, to whom our thunks are due. 

The board of health has designed aud 
had built an umbulunce specially adapted 
for the use of cases for conveyance to the 
contagious wards, and us the city has also 
provided a new ambulance for police ser- 
vice. the facilities of the hospital for trans- 
portation uses are now of tho best modern 
type. 

Since our last report, the maximum num- 
ber. of patients under treatment, 74, has 
been recorded, also the highest daily aver- 
age for two consecutive weeks, 67, and the 
largest total of cases in any year. 

The Ladies’ Hospital Aid Association 
continues its invaluable contributions of 
service, material and counsel, all highly 
valued by the matron, her assistants, and 
by the trustees of the hospital. 

Since the last annual meeting, to our 
great regret, Mrs. J. M. Blake and Mrs. C. 
E. Billings have felt compelled to relinquish 
active work for the hospital upon the board 
of trustees, and one of the incorporators of 
the corporation, a most valued associate, 
the Rev. Amos E. Lawrence, has imssed 
away, as well as a former clerk and trus- 
tee, Mr. George L. Lovett, and our first 
honorary counsel, the Hon. John Lowell, 
whose advice, always wise, aided us in no 
small measure about many difficult experi- 
ences in the earlier struggles through which 
we were called upon to pass. 


In order to expedite work upon the addi- 
tional building next spring, it was decided 
to build tiie foundations during the late au- 
tumn months. This has been successfully 
accomplished, so that when the elements 
shall again permit outside operations tiie 
work will be resumed and vigorously 
pressed to completion, under tiie direction 
of the building committee, Mr. D. R. Emer- 
son (chairman), Mr. and Mrs. E. B. Has- 
kell, Mr. and Mrs. C. W. Leonard, Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles S. Dennison, Dr. Thayer, Dr. 
Eaton. I)r. Curtis, Col. E. 11. Haskell, Mr. 
Travelli, Mr. Bullens, uml the president ex- 
officio. 

Tiie foundations for the Mellen Bray sur- 
gical ward were not prepared, as Mr. Bray 
reserved the announcement of his intended 
gift as a delightful New Year’s surprise. 

It lias been decided to discontinue the 
driveway at tiie front of the buildings, us- 
ing tiie southern entrance for tiie boiler 
house and service buildings only. By the 
use of the material taken from tiie founda- 
tions, tiie depressed portion of our land on 
tiie northern boundary lias beeh tilled to a 
level with the driveway, giving us tiie use 
of some 60 feet more surface width at tiie 
entrance. Under the direction of the 
architects. Messrs. Bertrand E. Taylor and 
his partners, this additional ground will be 
treated so as to be available for tiie main 
entrance to the hospitul grounds, being of 
ample widtli aud more direct tliau the 
former entrance. One effect of these 
changes will be tiie substitution of grass 
for gruvel about tiie buildings, thus making 
the appeuiance more attractive lAid ugree- 
ubie to tiie inmates of tiie hospital. 

After the present winter we shall be en- 
abled to save tiie nurses the hardship and 
risk involved in making the long distance 
from the hospitul to the nurses' home, ut 
all hours in the open, with tiie consequent 
exposure. The architects have designed a 
connection between the home by means 
of asubwuy. This passage can be made 
sufficiently bright and serviceable by the 
use of light enamelled bricks or tiles; it 
will be a great boon to tiie nurses them- 
selves, and will relieve us ull of much 
solicitude. 

It will be seen from the reports of the 
superintendent of tiie hospital, tiie board 
of managers of tiie nurses’ home utid train- 
ing school, the treasurer, and of tiie New- 
ton Hospitul Aid Association, thut us tiie 
scope of the hospital work becomes en- 
larged the several agencies necessary for 
the efficient maintenance of the iustitutiou 
in all departments keep pace with tiie in- 
creased demands made upon them, with 
results as shown in tiie records of tiie 
year's work of the most gratifying charac- 
ter. Beyond these visible evidences is t hut 
spirit of enthusiasm and devotion which it 
would seem never fails to impress its m- 
llueiiee upon the medical profession, their 
co-workers the nurses, and doubtless in 
lesser measure upon those in more immedi- 
ate contact with hospital activities. 

My sincere acknowledgements ure mude 
to all tiie coadjutors in this service, whose 
cheerful co-operation lias helped to bring 
the Newton Hospital to its present satis- 
factory condition. 

Training School lor Nurses. 

In reporting the condition of the Train- 
ing School, the muiiugers cannot do better 
than to begin by quoting from tiie report of 
the Superintendent to the Board of Man- 
agers, as follows: “Aii important step bus 
been taken since we last met, viz., thut in- 
stead of one head nurse being responsible 
for the generul nursing in the Hospital, a 
third year’s nurse bus been placed in 
charge, one in each ward, witli entire re- 
sponsibility. This arrangement gives bet- 
ter advantages to the pupil nurses, tending 
to give them greater interest in their work, 
unu developing self-confidence. It ulso se- 
cures inure efficient service to the Hospi- 
tal.” 

This new departure has been tried now 
for three months; and, having N beeu found 
satisfactory by the •SuperinteiidejuL has 
been adopted by the Board of Managers. 
It is an iiuyortaut step in the evolution of 
our school, aud will aid tu preparing our 
pupils for a class of work for w hich the 
graduates have already shown great apti- 
tude ; that is, for positions as head nurse in 
other Institutions. It Is well kuown that a 
number of such places are filled successful- 


twenty-eight times, and of those calls we 
were able to respond to eighty-five, making 
a total of two hundred and ten weeks of 
private nursing. The iuooiue from this 
source amounted to $2280.23. This is but 
slightly in excess of tiie earnings of the 
previous year. There would have been a 
much larger increase, but circumstances 
combined to keep the nurses in tiie hos- 
pital. The private ward, itself an import- 
ant item of income, Ims been filled of late, 
thus demanding thut a larger force of 
nurses be retained in the hospital. 

\Ve started the past year with twenty- 
eiglit pupil nurses in tiie sohool, and during 
the twelve months have received ten on 
probation. \Ve have also lost ten during 
tiie year, of whom four failed to be accept- 
ed at the end of tiieir probationary term ; 
four resigned for various causes, and two 
resigned on account of ill health. \Vo 
graduated none.bceuuse, having lengthened 
the course from two to three years, there 
has been necessarily u break of one year in 
tiie list of the graduating classes. So that 
our number is precisely the same that it 
was at tiie beginning of the year. But it 
is only in number that our pupils are tiie 
same as they were a year ago. In these 
opening days of a new year, it is an im- 
pressive thought that not one of us, what- 
ever his station or occupation may be, is 
exactly the same as he was one year ago. 
No one can remain stationary ; there must 
be either advance or retrogression. Who 
can doubt the direction in which the pupils 
of this school have been moving? If bard 
work and earnest teaching, and intelligent 
discipline count for anything, the pupils 
have moved away from their landmarks of 
one year ago, and the movement has been 
forward. 

An Edinburgh professor once remarked 
timt he usually found that pupils could 
follow as far as the teacher was able to 
lead. That observation seems to have 
been verified here, as our teachers have 
grown In experience and devotion to their 
work, our pupils have responded with 
fresh vigor and esprit. It may be said that 
tiie pupil nurses in this hospital are 
peculiarly favored in the absence of medi- 
cal students. For here the nurses receive 
the demonstrations which in large metro- 
politan hospitals are given mainly to tiie 
undergraduates of a neighboring medical 
college. In other words, the teaching force 
which there exists for the benefit of the 
medical students is here directed solely to 
tiie education of tiie nurses. Our gradu- 
ates and advanced pupils illustrate the 
truth of this observation Their attain- 
ments justify the time and effort expended 
in fitting them for a useful career. 


meeting Tuesday evening, Feb. sth. The 
subjeet will be “Man ul Training.” At 
the close of the routine business Rev. Mr. 
Hornbrooke introduced the speaker of the 
evening, Miss Margaret Morlev. Her sub- 
ject was “Social Life of School Children.” 
Miss Morley dwelt particularly on the kinds 
of amusements in which children should bo 
Indulged, reoonitnendlug a large amount « * f 
out door exercise. She recommended there 
should lie more attention paid to the train- 
ing of children to systematic recreation in 
connection with school work, both upon 
school grounds and in accompanying 
teachers in walks. As the children grow 
older they will need more restraint in 
forms of recreation and social life. She 
said the family should engage more in 
sports with the children. Tho Ideal forms 
of recreation for children, she continued, 
would be with parents, grandparents and 
older brothers and sisters. These forms of 
social life with the family might well be 
extended to social gatherings, dancing and 
theatre going when restricted to reasonable 
hours. But great care should be used to 
select times for such pleasuring as will not 
intefere with school life and studies. 

Rev. Mr. Hornbrooke opened the discus- 
sion which followed Miss Morley’s address. 

Rev. B. F. McDun iel gave his experience 
as school committee man to the ellect that 
complaints of overworking our children in 
tiie schools were not usually well founded. 
The more serious evil, lie continued, was 
the indulgence of parents ill allowing 
children to have entertainment which 
debilitated and enfeebled by late hours. 

Mrs. George Blodgett said that the sug- 
gestions of tiie last speaker were wise, as it 
was not unusual for mothers to be obliged 
to restrain children from forms of social 
life which arise in connection with school- 
mates. 

Dr. David E. Baker stated, in an inter- 
esting way, tiie effect which amusement 
had on the nervous system. Ho enlarged 
upon the necessity of more open air ex- 
ercises and greater regard for health and 
development of children. He said that tiie 
complaints sometimes urged about over 
study were not well founded and especially 
those in regard to tiie extension of hours of 
school in High schools were without a good 
basis. Since, with the increased do nan I of 
higher qualifications for admission to 
higher schools of learning, there must be 
somewhat lengthened periods of study in 
the preparatory schools. 

Mrs. Pratt considered the suggestions of 
tiie previous speakers as wise, and thought 
there was not sufficient attention paid to 
the social life of tiie children. The discus- 
sion was closed by Miss Sarah Arnold. 
She spoke with marked interest on the 
social element in the good school. Tiie 
school itself, she continued, is a social or- 
ganization and the teachers who conduct 
it in the right spirit make it a pleasurable 
pursuit to pupils in the lower grades and to 
the students as they advance. She said the 
kindergarten theory of education of play 
us an element of school exercises, should 
characterise school work of whatever 
grade and make of all school work a recrea- 
tion rather than an irksome task.

The letter treats of the subject In 
a manner novel In official coiiimiinicjiMon* 
and throws new light on a matter that 
has long given great concern to everybody 
interested In the Indian question. Cap- 
tain Nordstrom says: 

During my recent Inspection of tho 
day schools attached to and lying south of 
tills agency many of tho teachers com- 
plained that, on the occasion of a 'dance' 
in tho pueblo they were either looked in 
tlieir rooms and compelled to remain there 
until tho festivities wero over or woro 
driven out of tho village entirely and or- 
dered not to some back under n given 
time, the teacher at San Follpo being 
ejected and driven neross tho Rio Grande. 

The Indlnns pretond that it would ho 
sacrilege to admit an outsider to a partici- 
pation in them or even to be present as a 
spectator, but. this is only a pretext, an ex- 
cuse to allow them to assert tlioir preroga- 
tive, tho traders at denies and Zunl in- 
forming me that neither of thorn is mo- 
lested when tho dances are going on and 
that they hove both been Invited to and 
hnvo witnessed even the most secret of 
them. If those dances, like tho camp moot- 
ing revivals of the southern negro, result- 
ed only In n harmless enthusiasm in re- 
ligious fervor, no exception oould lie taken 
to them, hut they are often the origin of 
great outrages. The trader of Zunl related 
tho circumstances of one case which took 
place In that village not long ago which 
docs not speak very well for tho advance- 
ment of those engaged In it. 

"A young man just from Carlis’o was 
ordered to dance, and declined, represent- 
ing that ho had graduated at school, had 
learned a trade and was now an American 
and Americans did not danco that way. 
Thereupon tho governor arrested him, tied 
him up to n treo and ordered him beaten, 
and beaten lie wus — uoarly to dcuth. He 
danced uftor that. 

“Zuni, it will be recalled, was tho scene 
of the hanging of a poor old creature ns a 
witch. While I was there Miss Dissctto, 
the estimalilo principal of the school, sent 
for tho victim of this revival of tho days 
when our New England forefathers pious- 
ly devotod their neighbors to the stake and 
bared her poor old arms to my Inspection. 
There was no difficulty iu discerning the 
sears made by the cruel oords which had 
cut the flesh through to tho bono. Tills 
poor old woman 1 r at least 75 or 80 years 
old. At the immiuont risk of her life and 
the forfeiture of her popularity with the 
medicine men Miss Dissctto went to tiie 
old woman’s house, and, by nursing her 
night and day, revived tho flickering (lame 
of life which had so nearly been extin- 
guished. As this woman, hor voico trem- 
bling with Indignant emotion, described 
tiie circumstances of this unspeakable hor- 
ror, my own cheok blushed that 88 years 
of my life had been spent in the service of 
a government under which such things 
could he done. 

“Tho trader’s cook, un Indian youth 
nbout 20, unfortunately incurring tho dis- 
pleasureof the medicine men, wasarrosted 
as a wizard, and, but for tho firmness of 
his employer, would have been put to 
death, and evon now he dares not venture 
outside the premises nftor dark for fear of 
being kidnaped Liy tho emissaries of these 
fiends In human shape, who will nev 
rest satisfied until he is immolated upon 
thu altar of their beastly superstition. 

“It may he asked, ‘What has all this got 
to do with dances?’ Everything, hoenuso 
all tho outrages committed originate in a 
dance. Is ruin wanted? They dance. Is 
there a flood? They dance. .Should tho 
doctors have made a mistake in their csti- 
mutoof tho amount of humidity tho clouds 
contain and precipitation fail to ensue, 
or if tho rain continues and the floods fail 
to subside, they immediately cast about 
them for a scapegoat, who is arrested and 
treated as a witch, for making medicine 
against their medicine, and they invari- 
ably hit upon some poor old woman who 
has neither monoy nor friends, or other 
poor devil (no profanity intended) without 
connections or influence, whom they do 
vote to torture, often death, and t\jus save 
tlieir reputations us augurs and sooth 
suyors. 

“T'liis wholo question in all its dunum 
bio nullifications will, of necessity, have 
to lie settled sooner or later. Thu govern 
meiit cannot go on appropriating millions 
year after year for tho civilization of the 
Indiau while these plague spots exist und 
thrive on its bounty, but this letter is 
principally concerned for thu protection of 
tiie teachers. Whut shall I do to secure 
them from insult in the future? I respect- 
fully ask for instructions, it is no use to 
turn thu mutter over to die territorial uu 
thoritics. 'i'lmt has been tried und failed. 
Tiie general government has got to take 
hold of it through the strong arm of its 
arbitrary powers. Force, by which these 
people govern themselves, is thu only argil 
im-nt which appeals to tlieir obeli ione 
and the slate of things I huve described 
will continue to go on until, by a show of 
force, they become convinced thu govern 
meiit is iu earnest." — Washington Cor. Bt. 
Louis Globe-Democrat.

The Cheesecake Brook Act. 

The committee ou cities gave u hearing 
ut the State, House yesterday morning on 
the petition of tho mayor of Newton that 
tiie city may have tiie authority to widen, 
deepen, struighten, change the grade and 
improve the chuunels of all streams und 
wuter courses in tiie city, and drain lauds 
abutting thereon ami adjacent thereto, in 
other words, to apply the “Cheese Cuke 
brook” act to other streams in Newton.

Now, as a matter of I 
fact, the commission recommended that 
this sewer he taken by right of eminent 
domain, despite the alleRations of Boston 
that she desired the sewer for her own 
uses, and did not oare to sell it; but after 
the report was prepared, Corporation Coun- 
sel Bailey and the board pot together and 
made a satisfactory arrangement to cover 
the rent of the sewer for live years, dating • 
back to the beginning of 185H5, and as the | 
board was anxious to have the high level ' 
sewer surveyed this year, it declined to 
press tho matter. 

The hearing was rather peculiar. Chair- 
man Kingman of the commission plainly 
said that the board did not withdraw its 
recommendation; it simply declined to 
press it. This made the Waltham and 
Brookline people present rather angry, but 
Mr. Pickard of the committee, although 
living in the district, could not bear to see 
Boston abused, and defended her against 
the attacks of his neighbors. 

The reason that the recommendation was 
not pressed was that the commission hopes 
the investigations as to the high level ser- 
vice will show that it can be built in such a 
way with an outlet at l’eddoek's Island, 
that while much longer than tho Moon 
Island sewer, it will take all the sewage of • 
the two valleys.putnped into it at Hunting- j 
ton street, and discharge it by gravity 
without using the Boston outfall at all. > 
Mr. Kingman believes that the interest, 
sinking fund charges, maintenance and 
whatever new construction is necessary of 
the high level sewer will make a total 
charge upon the valleys of at least $20,000 
annually less than now paid for the use of 
the outfall, and less even, than would be 
the case were the outfall taken at a reason- 
able cost. Mr. Bailey, speaking for Bos- 
ton, said the proposition for a high level 
fewer pleased that city, not only because it 
needs it at certain points, but because it 
will relieve the Moon Island sewer of the 
necessity of taking care of the sewage of 
the valleys and from thedanger of confisca- 
tion by the commission. He said Boston 
had plenty of use for the sewer for her 
own purposes. 

But the Brookline people were suspicious 
and the Waltham people indignant. Mayor 
Mayberry of the latter place alleged that 
if the outfall were taken no necessity 
for the high level service would exist, and 
that therefore to build it would be throw- 
ing money away. Mr. Williams of Brook- 
line was not so positive about it. He was 
particular to obtain from Mr. Kingman a 
statement that he believed the building of 
the high level was in the interest of econo- 
my. Also that in his opinion it was wise 
to make the investigation, even at the ex 
pense of $30,000, though it should be Anally 
found that the taking of the outfall was 
the wiser course. 

Mr. Pickard listened to the strife until he 
could stand it no longer, and then said tli.lt 
while he was as a resident and taxpayer in 
the district anxious that the very best possi- 
ble arrangement be made, he could not 
hear the motives of the Boston ollicials im- 
pugned without a protest. He had for a 
year, as a mem er of the committee, had 
very close acquaintance with them and was 
convinced that Boston intended to be per- 
fectly fair. This made Andrew J, Bailey 
smile all fiver. Mr. Bailey is one of the 
most remarkable lawyers ever at the State 
House. He gets a big salary from the city 
of Boston and earns it several times over. 
Whenever a big metropolitan scheme is 
cooking, which means of course an expense 
upon Boston several times as large as that 
paid by unynody else, It is Mr. Bailey’s 
duty to see that the city does not sutler, uud 
it never does. He has a way of getting the 
beat for Bostou while making everybody 
happy that was never excelled by mortal 
ruuu. When Mr. Pickard came to the 
State House a year ago it was with the full 
intent of seeiug that his district met the 
Boston enemy and won. The way lie 
worked on this sewer matter is a matter of 
history, and the final result was success for 
the contention *of the valleys to a certain 
extern. But ic also convinced Mr. Pickard 
that Boston was not us grasping as her 
rritios would have folks believe, and there- 
fnte Mr. Bailey hud a good reutou to smile 
ever another conquest 

That the sewer commission is right in its 
present attitude and Waltham is wrong, is 
evident, tor it is useless to deny that a high 
level seuer will have to be bui t, whether 
t be- outfall is nurcliase I or not. This being 
the case, the foolishness of expending the 
money for the purchase fit the outfall be- | 
f >re the question of whether it can be made ' 
to do the work of both is apparent, while the i 
wisdom of the commission in not with* I 
drawing its recommendation that llie pur- 1 
chase lie made until it is sure it doea not i 
need it is also evident. 

The committee on water supply gave a 
hearing yesterday to City Solicitor Slocum, i 
Water Commissioner Whitney, Mr. Pickard j 
and others on the city's petition that it be 
allowed to issue s.'»on,oon more water bonds, 
m addition to it: present water iudehted- 
aess of $ 2 , 000 , 000 .

No one appeared before the board of 
railroad enninissioners Saturday, to oppose 
the granting of the petition of the New- 
tonville tfc Watertown Street Railway Co.

of Boston, from the present terminus of 
the railway at the Watertown line through 
North Beacon street, in Boston, to Union 
square ut Allston.

HIGH PRESSURE IN SCHOOLS. 


A DESCRIPTION OK Til K VITI ATION IlY AN 
INTELLIGENT PARENT, 


A citizen of Springfield sends the follow- 
ing to the Republican of that city, and It is 
believed that his criticisms apply equally 
well to the school system of Newton : 

As a resident of this city on and off* for 
;w years, in childhood a scholar in the pub- i 
lie schools, including the high school, and 
having married one who formerly lor six 
years taught In tin* public schools, and Imv- 1 
mg now four children attending the public 
schools, I can fully appreciate the wisdom 
and force of the arguments used against 
flic high pressure system. The writer most, 
cordially indorses everything which has . 
been said as to the efficiency of our schools 1 
and fully believe* Unit today they rank 
first among the public schools of tho state. 
In attaining this high rank, every right, 
privilege or desire on the part of children 
or parents for the development of special ! 
talents is made to give way to the eternal 
grinding of the public school mill, which is I 
turning out per year so many finished j 
candidates for something -no one knows 
what— in tho future. The writer has 
recognized for himself and family that 
other things must enter into tho considera- 
tion. 

The first and foremost is bodily health. 
Without this all else* is comparatively 
worthless. To this end, my children have 
been taken from the schools before the end 
of the summer term and sent Into tho 
country to romp and race for throe or four 
months, and sometimes longer, us it was 
clearly seen that their school duties were 
taking the color from their checks and the 
nerve force which is necessary to carry 
them through the long strain of the year of 
study in the school room and out of it in 
the home. The result of this course has 
been that my children today all have ruddy 
complexions. 

Another consideration is the teaching of 
the girls to cook and prepare meals, lay the 
table, remove and wash the dishes, sweep, 
dust, and in general see that tho house is 
kept neat and tidy, thus aiding the tired 
mother. These things the two oiliest girls. 
1(5 1-2 and 15 years, respectively, can do and 
do well. Another consideration is the de- 
veloping of a talent, however humble und 
small it may be, for music, drawing, fancy, 
and practical sewing. Our music teacher, 
(and 1 dare say all music teachers in the 
city) justly complains that sufficient time is 
not given to music practice by her pupils, 
because children will demand and taken 
certain amount of time for pluy, thus 
slighting the technic in practice, the atten- 
tion to which makes the accomplished 
musician. It has been the writer’s aim to 
see that the musical education of his chil- 
dren thus far has been thorough. Also all 
other home duties performed in the same 
thorough innnuer. 

Now, as we are swinging around the 
circle, we find that more attention is given 
to fresh air and ventilation of school build 
ings— that wo are getting back to the plain 
food of our grandparents— that athletic 
sports are being encouraged to develop and 
make healthy and strong the bodies of our 
children. Eventually those having in 
charge the secular education of the grow- 
ing youth of this city and elsewhere will 
be made to see that a little knowledge well 
acquired is worth more than a great deal 
only partially acquired. When Coriander 
said, “Nothing is Impossible to industry,” 
he probably did not moan that a 12 to 1(>- 
year old child could comprehend a subject 
which requires a mature mind to grasp. 
The writer entered our high school at tho 
age of 12 years, after having passed a satis- 
factory examination in the higher grade of 
the grammar school ; he is certain that his 
mind was not sufficiently matured to grasp 
the subjects which were taken up, but in 
the determined effort to keep up with the 
class, he succeeded in doing so, although it 
was at the expense of his health, so that lie 
was finally compelled to leave school for 
two years. Wlmt is needed in our schools 
is comprehension, where In the hardest 
studies we find only apprehension. The 
child mind cannot comprehend because it 
is a child mind. It is encouraging to note 
that old methods have given away to new 
ones, t hus enabling the child to comprehend 
some things that could not be comprehend- 
ed by the former methods used ; but this ad- 
vantage is off set by setting such huge tusks, 
particularly in subjects requiring tho 
closest long continued mental application, 
that the result is a break-down or a lesson 
only partially learned and not fully com- 
prehended. 

My ohildren are obliged to sit up most 
evenings until lo o’clock and later to study, 
and sometimes Sunday evenings. Then 
they retire to toss in restless sleep, lying in 
bed in the morning until tho last moment, 
when they must hastily dress, swallow 
their breakfast whole and run to school. 
It is this which necessitates their removal 
before the end of the summer term to re 
cuperate. This might be avoided were it 
not for tho long hours of “home work.” 
Nor is this all. My children arc not as ad- 
vanced as some of their mates are today. 
In their case the parents do not regret the 
fact, as we believe our children are doing 
tho best they can under the circumstances, 
but it is humiliating for tho children, as 
one returns and says: “So and so, and so 
and so in my class has been promoted, 
while I have to remain here with a lot of 
new babies coming in.” Arc these children 
of mine dull? They are not generally so 
considered, nor are they remarkably smart. 
'They are just ordinary children, like 10,- 
ooo others, mid there’s the rub. The pace 
that kills is set for tho “smart” children. 
They are tho criteria. They perform the 
alloted tasks easily; but the “ordinary*’ 
children grind awuy days in school, nights 
at home, to try to get t ho lesson so as to 
get an “E” mark, (meaning excellent.)

.Shall Criminal Boys be Eloped? 

To the Editor of tho Graphic 

My Sunday reading is attracted by a 
newspaper article which engages more 
than passing attention and touches intelli- 
gently a subject upon which anxious 
patents, judges of our courts, and faithful 
officers of tho law have spent much time 
and thought. 

How shall we punish criminal boys? lh- 
tween the promptings of duty, a sense of 
obligation to maintain the peace and com- , 
fort of the public and a further obligation 
to properly and fairly, yet humanely, 
punish criminal boys, our best efforts seem 
to have failed and practical ly no advance 
has been made in our methods of managing 
youthful criminals in tho past twenty-five 
years. The tendency Is towards lighter 
punishments and more easy escapes, while 
to close observers it seems that rowdyism 
and criminality among hoys develop to an 
alarming extent even in well regulated 
communities and in the midst of our j 
churches, schools and beneficial institu- 
tions. llow Hull wo punish the very had 
boys who must bo punished P Not the 
mildly, rascally young fellow whose 
peccadilloes can bo excused and his better 
nature reached by kindness and sympathy, 
but the Incorrigible Imd boy, tho boy who 
has gone far beyond the reach and influ- 
ence el the public school, the Sunday 
school, the church, or tho fear of a police 
court line. The hoy whom father and 
mother have long since given up trying to 
reform, the boy whom we do not want to 
send to Jail und help on his downward 
career by criminal association, yet the 
safety of our other boys and the protection 
of the community at large demand that he 
be made to fear something as a eonsequence 
of his lawless acts. In such cases tho 
writer suggests that a good, old fashioned 
Hogging— not a nice little tingling which 
may be laughed at afterwards, but a 
thorough Hogging, with the whinping post 
accompaniment, would be successful as a 
punishment, and in very many cases would 
work as a preventive, if not a cure. 

But who shall Hog the boy ? it is repug- 
nant to our ideas that the Hogging master 
should be revived. Who but the boy’s own 
father or the guardian properly appointed 
in cases where there is no father, should do 
the Hogging. 

1 would ask you to kindly Insert the 
newspaper clipping sent herewith, and 1 
would call attention of the well-meaning 
citizenship of Newton to t lie good points 
therein. Is it not true that the present 
system of punishing hoys, (the incorrigibly 
bad boys that have run their race and final- 
ly reached the prison cell and the court 
room) does in fact punish the parents far 
more than it punishes the boys? It is the 
parents that suffer tho anguish and earn 
the money to pay the line. And how many 
a family has been impoverished by the 
money took from time to time to keep the 
son out of jail, and how slight indeed is 
the i unishment to the boy. 

Well-meaning philanthropists may raise 
hands in horror at the suggestion of a 
Hogging post, but it may be that this is 
about what is needed at this time. The 
points set forth in tho article quoted are 
well worth the careful consideration of 
law-abiding people, and the parents of 
bows whom they see going rapidly to the 
bad, and to the consideration of our court 
officials, who have to deal with the trouble- 
some problems which come with the crim- 
inal boys. 

HOOSIEK STRAP OIL .JUSTICE. 

Evansville. Ind., Dec. 22, 18H7. The 
old whipping post lias been resurrected in 
Evansville, and tho wail of the youthful 
offender is heard in the Indiana town. 

Unlike the system of punishment still in 
vogue in the state of Delaware, however, 
Evansville’s whipping post is reserved 
solely for the castigation of incorrigible 
boys. 

And. instead of the sheriff or his deputy 
administering the Hogging, that duty de- 
volves upon the sire of the youthful culprit. 

Judge Winfrey of the police court is re- 
sponsible for again bringing into active 
use an almost forgotten custom. Thu 
judge is an ardent advocate of the wood- 
shed and the pattering shingle reminiscent 
of his own youth, and lie is chuckling to 
himself over the success of li is recent in- 
novation. 

For some time he has been puzzled what 
to do with tho youngsters brought before 
him, bud boys, indifferent to parental con- 
trol— who were under arrest for malicious 
trespassings and other offences of like 
nature. Usually the parents of the defend 
ants were poor, and compelling the father 
to pay u line because of the misdeeds of an 
unruly boy struck the judge as a hardship. 

Finally it occurred to him that an old law 
permitting lawbreakers to be Hogged at the 
whippingpost had niver been repealed. 
"The very thing,” he thought. 

.So at his suggestion a cell in the rear of 
the city prison was fitted up as a modern 
chamber of inquisition. A post was erect- 
ed, supplied with manacles for the hands 
of the victim, and a stout strup completed 
the outfit. Tho cat-o’-nine-tails were 
deemed too severe by Judge Winfrey. The 
wisdom of Solomon, he of “spare the rod 
and spoil the child" fame, appealed strong- 
ly to film, but lie also believes, with a cer- 
tain female lawyer of Venice, that justice 
should be tempered with mercy. So a 
single strap was deemed all ’that was 
necessary. 

After a hoy is found guilty of misde- 
meanor he is confined in a cell until pater 
familias can be found. In due time the 
lather presents himself at the bar of jus 
tlce, and is given his choice of three 
courses. Either he must pay a line and 
costs, see his heir go to prison, or adminis- 
ter a sound Hogging to the boy in the pres- 
ence of an officer of the court, whose duty 
it is to see that there is no sham about the 
punishment. 

lu but few instances is there any doubt 
in the minds of the parent as to the proper 
course to pursue. The whipping post is 
almost invariably chosen. As a rule lie is 
just in the proper frame of mind for it, and 
tie* court mentor seldom lias cause to com- 
plain (but the strap is not applied with 
sufficient vigor. 

As a result of this state of affairs there 
me weeping and wailing and gnashing of 
teeth frequently beard in the rear of the 
Evansville city prison. But there are few- 
er boys being arrested, and Judge Winfrey 
sit.> on bis judicial bench with u look 
which plainly means, “What a wise man 
am 1 !” 

The Humane Society has felt impelled to 
interfere, Blinking that iln* whipping post 
was inhuman ami the punishment not 
fitting the crime. Thu learned court, how- 
ever, has seen fit to adhere to its policy, as- I 
serliiig tbttt It was Iqss Inhuman to give u I 
had b >y u well deserved cudgelling Hum it I 
was to compel a hard-working father to !

Tho advocates of woman miffraffo 
have learned by half n century of ex- 
perience that a government of men am\ 
women, by men and women, for men 
and women, can only be achieved by a 
radical change of popular thought nml 
fooling. So long ns men bellevo them* 
selves superior to women and ro long 
as the women believe themselves In- 
ferior to men, both sexes will look with 
dlefnvor upon equal suffrage. Moro 
than that, they will misunderstand tho 
nature of the claim and the motive of 
the claimants. * it ha i n believed 
that the movement Is antagonistic to 
men, a reform against nature, an effort 
to put women Into men’s places to do 
men’s work, a scheme to destroy tho 
home and break up the family. Pooplo 
will learn that what we want Is co- 
operation, not conflict; harmony, not 
discord; nobler manners and purer 
laws; a permanent political revival In 
behalf of good government; better op- 
portunities for men, women and eliil- 


The annual public meeting of tho Now. 
ton Associated Charities was held Sunday 
evening in tho Centrnl Congregational 
church. The services began nt 7.30 with 
singing by tho quartet. Tho parable of tin* 
Good Samaritan was read by Rev. .1. M. | 
Dutton and prayer was offered by Rev. II. 
J. Patrick, I). 1>. 

A report of the association for the past ! 
(If toon months was read by tho secretary. ! 
Mrs. Mary R. Martin. Tho purpose of our I 
organization, she said, is to help peoplo to 
help themselves, to nsslst their own efforts ; 
by our patient rriondship and not render 
effort on their part unnecessary by our 
almsgiving. Although wo cannot hope to 
abolish poverty, sho went on to say, we do 
hope that through our efforts some may 
have been saved from sinking from honest 
poverty Into beggary. 

In this community, as in all others, per- 
sons who nro professional beggars say 
when referring to the Associated Clmri- 


dren In the future. 

If people could only know the char- 
acter of the women who have given 
their lives to this movemet, every fear 
wonuld be set at re3t and every pre- 
judice wiuld disappear, with hardly 
enough expcctions to prove the rule, 
tho pioneer advocates of woman suf- 
frage have been honored w.vcs and 
mothers, with affectionate husbands, 
loving children, and happy homes. 
The motives which have Impelled them 
have been love of justice, aspiration fot 
liberty, desire for human welfare. 
They have been animated by an un- 
selfish loyalty to their sister woman, by 
a divine sympathy with their sorrows 
by a clear comprehension of their nar- 
row lives, their pinched conditions, and 
limited opportunities. From a person- 
al knowledge of hundreds rt these plo- 
neersuffrnge workers, durlngapt rlcdof 
fifty years, I can testify to their domes- 
tic virtues and personal excellence. 

The typical "strong-minded” woman 
Is a myth. The dreaded "new” woman 
is a chimera. No better women ever 
lived than were these* Their pu'Tic- 
splrrited labors have changed the Taco 
of society. Laws, customs, occupat ons, 
educational opportunities have been 
Immeasurably improved. Especially in 
those States where women have become 
voters, they have been “redeemed, re- 
generated, and disenthralled. ” Tho 
guarantee of future progress is found 
In 'the growing force of example and 
the cumulative weight of exper’eaco. 
First came Wyoming, then Colorado, 
then Utah, then Idaho — each adjoining 
the other. During the next decade we 
shall see State after State annexing its- 
self to this nucleus. 

Already the rosy dawn of the Twen- 
tieth Century is In the sky. The Nine- 
teenth Century workers are passing 
away. They have done a noble wrrk. 
They have abolished chattel slavery in 
America. They have partially broken 
the shackles of the old Common Law 
which, a century ago, in every State, 
held every married woman in domestic 
servitude. Gradually marriage Is be- 
coming recognized as "a life-long part- 
nership of equals, with reciprocal right 3 
and duties." Republican h"mes are be- 
coming at once the basis and the guar- 
antee of republican States. 

But the work Is not yet half accom- 
plished. It is but ju.'t begun. The sub- 
jection of women, w.th its unutterable 
wrong and misery and degradation, is 
still a world-wide ?act. The enfran- 
chisement of wome *s the greatest of 
all soc'al needs, and will be the noblest 
of all human achiev 0 cents.

Mom Worry Over Wouinnn Sphere 

The Boston Herald, commenting 
upon a recent editorial In the Woman’s 
JPoumal on the vesting of bad women, 
says it has no fear that the bad women 
would vote more generally than the 
good onra. But It goes on to say: 

"A much stronger argument against 
woman suffrage, to our mind, is that it 
takes goc<l women out of the sphere in 
which they are useful, to carry them 
into another sphere less congenial to 
them and where the need of their in- 
fluence is not apparent.” 

Tho need of s me influence to im- 
prove our municipal politics is appar- 
ent, if the constant lamentations. of 
good citizens In the columns of tho 
Herald and elsewhere are any sign. 
There is abundant evidence that under 
woman suffrage it becomes harder to 
elect bad men to •• dice, and that both 
parties find themselves obliged to put 
up n better class of candidates. 

Another thing proved by experience 
Is that equal suffrage does not take 
wo.men out of their present sphere tc 
any considerable extent, and makes 
very little change in the daily life ol 
the majority of the w^men. In Wyom- 
ing, for 304 days of the year, the wom- 
en do just the sume things that women 
do elsewhere. On the 366th, they sally 
out and vote — generally for tht bait 
man. The testimony is unanimous that 
they make as good wives and mothers 
as before. As Judge Kingman says, ”1 
never heard any man complain that his 
wife was leas interested in domestic 
economy because the had the right to 
vtute, and took an interest in making 
the community respectable." 

Of course, a few women hold office; 
hut so they do in States where women 
cannot vote. There ure 315 women now 
serving on school boards in Massachu- 
setts alone, but the homes of the com- 
monwealth have not Buffered to any ap« 
prec able extent. A woman was mado 
street Inspector In Chicago tho other 
day, und the Herald ridiculed th « 
who feared that her appointment would 
subvert the foundations of society, 
Thero are always some women who 
have leisure that they can devote to 
public service If desired; while the av- 
erage woman does not have to take for 
politics any more time from her house- 
keeping than the average uiun takej 
from his business. 

AH the bugbears that have been sup- 
posed to wuit upon equal suffrage melt 
away in the light of experience and 
prove baeelesa chimeras. Woman suf- 
frage does not br’- g about a millen- 
nium, but exper ace shows that it 
makes things better In some Important 
respects, and that it does not lead to 
uuy general reversul of tho habits uud 
occupations of the sexes.

ties, the society will do nothing for us. 
This moans that we will give them nothing 
because we believe the money contributed 
by benevolent persons can be better used 
in other directions. Business depressions 
in one of our mill districts have sent away 
from our city some of the capable, thrifty 
families. Of the new comers in, many are 
undesirable. Some, however, are eager to 
work and wo have expended considerable 
ellort the past year in trying to tide these 
families over, without undermining their 
self respeot, until work Is more abundant. 
Another class, and a numerous one, com- 
prises the families of what are called vaga- 
bond husbands. What rightly to do with 
those is a much discussed problem, which 
no one seems to have solved. 

One danger, which we, as a society, must 
guard against, is the arranging all eases in 
classes. We must look upon our men ami 
women as individuals ami deal with each 
separately. 

It is somewhat to the detriment of our 
best work that we have a provident branch 
among our departments. To accomplish 
the best results this work should be done 
either by a society created for the purpose 
or be assumed by one of the relief societies 
now existing. Unfortunately this is at 
present impossible, and although this 
branch of tho work requires much time 
and labor it forms the least important part 
of our work. 

The employment bureau is moro truly 
helpful. It is impossible to estimate tho 
number of persons for whom we have ob- 
tained work, from the laborer with pick 
and shovel to the .music teacher and the 
ludy companion. 

The work of the garden department is 
most encouraging, vegetables worth about 
$523 were ruised with an outlay of about 
$85. 

The Penny Savings System has a moral 
influence beyond that of money saving, 
working slowly but surely in the develop- 
ment or habits of wire-taking, thrift uud 
self restraint. 

It is a matter of regret that we cannot 
report greater progress in the matter of a 
home for aged people. Several elegiblo 
sites have been suggested. 

We also lack friendly visitors. This 
work requires so much patience, tact and 
descerniug love that few feel qualified for 
the position. We have the satisfaction of 
knowing tliut the community by its sus- 
tained and generous contributions gives 
evidence of its confidence that the society 
is doing, with some degree of success, a 
work, worth doing. 

Tho treasurer, the Hon. E. L. Pickard, 
read the financial report. 

Rev. A. S. Twombly, president of the 
association, emphasized the value of tho co 
operation of the churches and charitable 
organizations. He said that if the Associ- 
ated Charities during its nine years of work 
had not made Itself iudispensible s a chari- 
table machine.it was time to suspend opera- 
tions. If the churches and all benevolent 
societies, ho went on to say, would consult 
together, much more good might be accom- 
plished and the number of happy homes in 
Newton increased. 

At the close of Dr. Twombly’s remarks 
Dean Hodges of Cambridge was intro- 
duced. He defined the meaning of the 
words "Charitable Organization.” Chari- 
table means, he said, sentiment or love, and 
organization means sense and light. We 
must have, he continued, botii love and 
light to discriminate between right and 
wrong, and to do our duty in its truest 
sense. This may bo illustrated by tho un- 
known beggar. He must belong to one or 
two classes, the honest or the dishonest. 
Suppose li i in to be honest. He comes to 
you ami in your kindness of heart you re- 
lieve his immediate wants. There ure two 
results, negative and positive. First you 
have shown him kindly sympathy; second, 
you have taught him a dangerous lesson. 
You have done something to demoralize 
him, for you have shown him that lie can 
live without working. On the other hand, 
suppose tlie unknown beggar is dishonest. 
He will tell a story of destitution, inability 
to find work, a wife and children suffering. 
You may find this apparently all true, but 
the cause of it ail is the man's fondness for 
liquor and any help you may render will bo 
converted into ruin if possible, in most 
such cases there will be one or more churl- 
table persons waiting for a chance to help 
the wife uud children. Now if such dis- 
honest men were unable to find soft heart- 
ed people to assist them to continue a dis- 
reputable life they would he obliged to 
seek a livelihood and would, perlmps, be- 
come respectable. 

In tlie parable of the prodigal son, when 
was it tliut lie came to himself and turned 
toward bis futlier’s house? When no one 
gave him anything. Hud he met some 
philanthropic person perhaps lie would 
never have returned to his fattier. Thus 
you see love cannot do without light. 

In every city there are three sources of 
charity, namely tlie city, tlie churches uud 
the people. Tlie city divides its churity in- 
to two kinds, indoor or ulmshouse and out- 
door or charity dispensed at tlie home. 
Tills causes charity and politics sometimes 
to walk together, and one result to be 
feared is tliut charity will be made a politi- 
cal issue. 

Tlie churches, many of them, place a 
fund in tho bunds of tlie minister for tlie 
relief of tlie poor. As tlie ministers ure 
usuully soft hearted they ure easily duped. 
They do not investigate sharply enough. 
'I’lic way people dispense charity wc all 
know. 

Now ull these ure working at cross pur- 
poses. Tho city works us it thero were no 
other charitable organization in tho place. 
Tho church does tlie sume uud tlie individ- 
ual the same. 

Asa result tlie aotuully deserving poor 
man is upt to be overlooked, tlie unworthy 
pushing forward, while tlie other is more 
retiring. Thus a lurge class of people are 
encouraged who are a menace to tlie whole 
future of tlie republic. 

There should lie some systemutie and 
practical manner of giving uid. This is 
what tlie Associated Charities is for. it is 
a clearing house where all interested in tlie 
social uplifting of the community can meet 
and confer together. We need more com- 
mon sense, more cooperation, without 
which our best intentions will go astray.

ridicule? It is hardly less than a crime 
against the community to encourage this 
petty rascality in any way.

RIDING 


CUSTER. 


BY CHARLES B LEWIS. 


Tho “reports from the field.” made n 
few months previous to the death of the ; 
lamented Cutter, contain n brief an- 
nouncement of my capture by and esenpo 
from the Sioux Indians, but tho story of 
that escape is now to be written for the 
first time. 

We had been In the field for three weeks, 
following a moving village of Sioux by 
day nml by night as they made for tho 
fastnesses of the hills, when it became 
necessary for General Custer to communi- 
cate with Fort Wallace, 120 miles distant. 

At that time he had six civilian scouts 
with him, but two were wounded, two 
had been sent off to Camp Supply, nml it 
wns necessary to keep California .Too and 
his partner with the command. It was 
decided to send a trooper with tho dis- 
patch, and I was selected for two reasons, 
neither of which gave mo nny particular 
credit. In the first place, I had been long 
in the Indian country, and noxt., 1 had by 
all odds the best horso in the whole com- 
mand outside of tho officers. He was an 
ungainly animal in looks and so vicious 
that no ono else could handle him, but he 
hnd speed and bottom to a wonderful de- 
gree. An hour before dark on a gloomy, 
rainy day 1 was ordered to report at Cus- 
ter’s headquarters. As I stood before him 
ho quietly said: 

“You will set out as soon ns night 
conies and make your way to Fort Wallace 
with dispatches.” 

“Yes, 6ir. ” 

“On your return you will find us about 
60 miles above this, on this sido of tho 
creek. Here is a pocket compass. Fort 
Wnllaco is duo northeast and about 120 
miles distant. You had better see Califor- 
nia .Too before you start.” 

That was all. I took the envelope from 
his hand, saluted and retired. The chief 
of scouts was in his tent not far away, 
and when I reported to him ho looked me 
over and said : 

“In a case of this kind thnr’s nuthin to 
worry about. You either git through or 
tho Injuns git yer scalp. Take 60 rounds 
of ammunition fur yer enrbinoand douldo 
doses fur two revolvers, but depend most- 
ly on yer boss. You may pull through, 
but durn my hide if I won’t l>et my life 
ag’ln a dollar that yer ha’r will bo lifted 
afore noo n tc-norrer!” 

That wasn’t encouraging, but I went 
about my preparations ami was all reudy 
to start when evening shut down. Being 
a light man and having a strong horse, I 
could tuke a few oats for him, rations for 
myself und the extra ammunition without 
loading him down. .Too came down to seo 
mo off, and as ho walked beside mo for a 
few rods ho s r ’ l : 

“Depend oi. your boss till lie’s down. 
Then lay do * n beside him and kill ns 
many as you kin afore they kills you. Off 
you goes, and goodby to you.” 

While we had been trailing tho village a 
small war party lmd been trailing ns. Wo 
had caught sight of mounted w arriors in 
rear of us a dozen times that day, nml it 
was certain that when night canto they 
would close In on the catup. I must take 
the chances, however, and with the night 
growing black and u steady rain falling 1 
put my horso at u gallop ami headed aw ay 
over the plains. If I did not run upon 
some of the Indians in the first ten miles, 
then I should have nothing to fear until 
daylight came. For tho first half hour I 
was nervous und apprehensive, but tho 
feeling gradually went away as the horso 
eettlod down to his work, und by und by 
I felt sure that I had passed all the imme- 
diate danger. Detached bands were roam- 
ing all over the country i. rough which I 
must make my way. But once clear of 
those trailing the command there was lit- 
tle ehunco of encountering others that 
night. At the end of two hours I struck 
a light to look at my wutoh and compass. 

I had Si: m riding just two hours and had 
held fairly true to tho course. It hml nil 
been left to tho horse, and bo hud seemed 
to reason thut in riding to tho northeast 
wo could lie bound to no other place than 
Fort Wallace. Alxiutonco in two hours, 
from the first until daylight began to 
break, I halted to note the time and tho 
direction, und in the 11 hours I traversed 
a distance of about 00 miles. Tho puce 
hud been moderate, but steady, und when 
duy broke and I rode into u dry gully be- 
tween two ridges for u brief rest my horse 
wus almost us fresh its when Jte sturted. 
y The plulns of tho west uro by no means 
a level expanse as you may have conceiv- 
ed. The earth is broken into ridges, like 
waves of the sea, und the monotony is 
vurled only that tho distance between tho 
ridges is g. ter or less. Tho soil may bo 
alkali, or the grpund may ho hidden hu- 
neuth tho outcrop of rock. As you mount 
the slope of u ridge you hope to sweep tho 
country with your eye at tho crest, hut on 
teaching it you find a similar ridge half a 
luilo beyond. Between all these ridges are 
gullies, wbitl) carry off t ho rainfall. Into 
one of thc.vj gullies, six or eight feet deep 
in spots, 1 1. . my horso und wile furtunute 
enough to find a pool of water sufficient 
for hull). While he munched hi* oats I ate 
my hard tuck und pork und hud u smoke. 
At tho end of un hour I crept out and 
took a careful look about me, but saw 
nothing to create uneasiness. When 1 
went back, I found tho horse lying down, 
end so 1 took uuuthor smoke und gave him 
a full hour to rest. I meant to rid lo the U0 
utiles to the fort at a SteuUy gait. 1 hud 
to hold him liurd us w 
hud just got him settle 


( T turned and saw those behind, and the j 
only way open was to put my horse square 
*or the ridge, which at that point wns ns 
steep ns a house roof, lie made n gallant 
dash, but just as lie ren-hed tho erest a 
| wolf which was lying up in a Imneh of 
dried grn*s at the roots of a sagebrush 
| sprang up and hit him on tin* nose. In 
j his sudden fright the horse fell hack, lost. 

, his equilibrium, and we went rolling over 
and over down the hillside. I could not 
I kick my feet clear of the stirrups in time 
j and am sure the horse rolled over mo three 
j vr four times. I stood ten chances to ono 
; nf being killed, hut I was not even badly 
hurt, while tho horso escaped without a 
j scratch. 

I Wo had lost time by tho mlshnp. how- 
ever. and while we lay In a tnnglo after 
! the roll the whole force of Indians came 
j up and I was made a prisoner before I 
] could fire a shot. Sixty seconds after lling- 
i ing themselves off their fionios I was dls- 
! armed and securely hound, ami then fol- 
j lowed a regular Fourth of July exultation. 

I They had captured n trooper without any 
, one being hurt, and they were full of re- 
I joieing. An Indian appreciates tho huli- 
j crons ns well as the white man, nml tho 
j mishap brought about by tho wolf wns i\ 

! thing to laugh over. Taken all around, 

I they were good Matured, ami though they 
knew I belonged to a command which was 
hunting them down without mercy they 
did not display tho vengeful spirit 1 looked 
for. 

Having been captured by a detached 
party, it was their duty to hand mo over to 
a chief. After hnlf an hour of gloating 
nml rejoicing I was mounted on my own 
horse, my legs tied fast under his belly, 
my elbows tied behind me, ami when wo 
set off to the north ono of the warriors 
had his horso made fast to mine. I could 
speak tho Sioux fairly well, but this fact I 
repressed. They got it straight that I was 
on my way to Fort Wallace from Custer 
in the field, and indulged in the hope that 
my capture would result in his going no 
farther west. All were agreed that they 
had accomplished a big thing in capturing 
mo. and tlmfc I was sure to die at tho stake 
nml furnish plenty of amusement. After a 
ride of about 20 miles wo came upon n 
party of 00 warriors under command of 
Black Fox, a subchief of distinction, who 
hnd been trying to get the Cheyennes to 
join with him In an attack on Fort Wal- 
lace. As the party was ready to move I 
was sent 15 miles to the northwest ton 
village of about 60 lodges, hidden away in 
the hills. There were n dozen old men and 
a score of half grown boys to guard tho 
village, and as soon ns I was turned over 
to them for safe keeping my troubles be- 
gan. 1 was bound to a tree in the contcr 
of tho village, feet and hands tied, and for 
two days and nights was the victim of ov 
ery indignity and insult that tho squaws 
and boys could invent. They dared not to 
tako my life nor seriously wound me, but 
they kicked and cuffed and struck mo 
with clubs; tore out my hair, blinded mo 
with mud and gave mo no rest. Tho old 
men had no part in it, though they rather 
encouraged tho others. 

On tho morning of tho third dny five 
warriors arrived with an army wagon 
which lmd been captured. Tho vehicle 
was full of forage nml provisions and 
among its contents were six kegs of pow- 




A LIZARD HARD TO KILL. 

Ptnlthlng It* Brain and Snaking In Alco- 
hol Doesn't Worry It. 

The monitor Is distinguished among nil 
lizards by the difficulty of killing It. It. 
ewes its name to its habit of whistling to 
(live warning of thenpproaeh nf crocodiles. 
,\ naturalist who undertook to kill one 
writes: 

"Having caught ono of tho spoolos by 
the nock so that she could not bite me, I 
got. a large worsted needle and gave l»er 
several punctures with it, not only In the 
heart, hut in every part of tint cranium 
which was in contact, with tho brain. 
Tills, however, was so far from answering 
my purpose, which was to kill her in t ho 
most speedy and least painful manner, 
without mangling or mutilating hor, that 
shn seemed to have still enough lifo left to 
tie able to run away. 

“After this my host undertook to put 
an end to her, nml, having given her sev- 
eral hard squeezes about the chest and 
tied her feet together, hung her Up by the 
nook In a noose, which he drew ns tight as 
ho possibly could. 

“From this situation she was found In 
n spneo of 48 hours to have extricated hor- 
solf. though she still remained near the 
farm, appearing at tho same time to lie al- 
most exhausted. Upon tills wo tied her 
feet close behind her, so that with her long 
and sharp claws, of which she had five 
upon eneii foot, she could not damage tho 
serpents and other animals, which I kept 
in a cask cf brandy, and among which I 
put tier with my own hands, holding her 
a long time under the surface of tho liq- 
uor. Yet she was so far from being suffo- 
cated immediately that she llounccd about 
nml even a quarter of an hour afterward 
convinced us liy tier motions that she had 
still some life remaining in her.” 

The Nile monitor or varan (Varnnua 
nlloticus) is perhaps the largest mem- 
hor of tho family and has been known 
to attain a length of over tl feet. In struc- 
tural character it is somewhat distinct 
from other lizards, approaching in several 
respects its otiomy tho crocodile, the lar- 
gest of existing reptiles. It Is on. the eggs 
of crocodiles or the young cooodiles them- 
selves that it chiefly feeds, a habit which 
is said to oxplnin the fact that it appears 
on t ho monuments of the ancient Egyp- 
tians. It is still common to thu Nile, 
though it ims also been found in the rivers 
of Eolith Africa as well ns in Senegal and 
near Sierra Leone. — Now York Journal.

A Troublesome Query.

Another troublesome query put out re- 
lates to the wage reductions of mills that 
have been doing a fair business and paying 
considerable dividends. Many of these 
mills make the finer class of goods which 
southern competition does not touch, and 
yet the wage outs in all cases are caused, 
as alleged, by the cheap labor and long 
hours of the South. Attorney- General 
Knowlton boldly questions the good faith 
of employers in many instances where 
wages have been reduced, and lie declares, 
moreover, that the state cannot for a mo 
meat hear to tiie Arkwright club proposi- 
tions of u repeal of tho short-hour and 
child-labor laws. One of the leading cot- 
ton mumifuclurcrs in Western Massachu- 
setts is quoted as saying that wage reduc- 
tions in the mills engaged on tiie higher 
classes of goods as a rule are without jus- 
tification. Meantime the strike movement 
spreads, with New Bedford as the storm 
center, and the board of trade there comes 
forward urging that manufacturers delay 
action one week more in the hope that a 
compromise may be arranged. But this 
does uotuppear likely to avail anything.

The hioycle makers have worked so hard 
In former years, to produce improvements 
every spring, that there is very little room 
now for real improvements in wheels. Of 
course there are changes, some of them a 
return to old-fashioned patterns, hut in 
general it can lie said that last year’s wheel, 
with perhaps a little new enamel, will he 
in style this year, and riders have sufficient 
knowledge now to realize that all new in. 
volitions are not necessarily improvements. 

The niAkers have their ’08 wheels on ex- 
hibition, and wheelmen are dropping in to 
the agencies and looking them over. Many 
freaks are put out this year, in the effort to 
attract attention, and evidently tlie oompe- 
tlon Is to lie sharper than ever. 

Tlie chainless wheel is of courso the 
chief object of interest, but so far it at- 
tracts attention more as a curiosity than a 
reliable invention. One hears it discussed 
on all hands, and there is muoli learned 
talk of bevel gears, and their probable ac- 
tion, but so far the general opinion seems 
to he that it will ho safe to wait a year or 
two and see how it works, if it is all that 
its claimed for if, a year or two will de- 
monstrate it, and menu while the fact that 
it costs so much more will interfere with 
its popularity. 

Theabi. ndoned gear-case has beon revived 
by the talk oi the chuinless wheel, and 
there are a number of these on tlie market, 
ranging in price from $4 to $io. It is 
claimed to he free from all defects of for- 
mer ones, will not rattle, allows of easy 
adjustment of tlie chain, etc. Its added 
weight is an objection, and unless it proves 
to be free from noise and dust-proof, its 
popularity will be short lived. They are 
said to be used in England, and other coun- 
tries. 

One well known wheel has an ingenious 
invention for coasting, by which connec- 
tion between tlie pedals and tlie hind 
wheel is broken, on a down grade, ami 
also a brake on the hind wheel which 
works when the rider back-pedals and 
there are many others. 

Tlie prices, perhaps the most interesting 
part of tlie subject, have evidently gone to 
smash, and range between $50 and $75 for 
first class wheels, with the "dry-goods 
store” variety at almost any price tlie 
buyer wishes. Most of the makers have 
plenty of last year’s wheels on hand, and 
these can he bought now for ha'f the price 
paid last year, while for second-hand 
wheels the market will evidently be over- 
stocked. Whether agents will take old 
wheels in exchange, and if so what they 
will allow for them is an interesting 
question. It is said that the makers will 
refuse any trades even for their own wheels 
but when the season fairly commences, 
they may he more reasonable. It is to he 
a great year for wheels, however, and the 
low prices will bring out hosts of new 
riders, but there will not be so much 
money in the business as heretofore. 

The Newton agencies are brushing up 
and getting in a few sample wheels and 
catalogues, and generally preparing for i he 
season, and riders drop in and talk about 
tlie virtues of long and short cranks, high 
and low gears, and other topics which 
agitate the bicycle fiends.

He points 
out how the revolt from “boss rule,” as 
evidenced in the recent New York cam- 
paign, indicates tlie awakening of a public 
conscience and a demand for better tilings, 
which is tlie first step in shaking oil tlie 
shackles of tlie .boss and tlie regeneration 
of the nation; iii which conclusion from 
entirely different premises lie strikingly 
coincides with the deduction drawn by Mr. 
Edward M. Shepard in his thoughtful and 
well studied paper in tlie January Atlantic 
upon tlie New York election. A strong 
paper upon an unusual but useful topic is 
that upon “The Danger of Experimental 
Psychology,” by Prof. Hugo Muusterberg 
of Harvard University, in which lie points 
out a very serious danger in some present 
tendencies, and calls a halt to teachers who 
are dabbling in and studying psychology in 
the hope of finding something upon which 
to remodel present methods of instruction. 
Professor Muusterberg shows the illusive- 
ness of any such expectation, whence tlie 
error arises, and what tlie real advantage 
and use of psychology is for tlie teaciier. 
Col. T. \Y. tligginson relates his experi- 
ences on tlie lecture platform, the stump, 
and in public life, with many amusing 
anecdotes and suggestive comments. The 
second installment of Gilbert Parker’s 
“The Battle of tlie Strong,” realizes tlie 
promise of the opening chapters. “The 
Proper Education of an Architect,” by 
Bussell Sturgis, points out that little or no 
advance has been made for many years in 
architectural training, and gives valuable 
suggestions as to what course should be 
adopted in tlie schools to raise and improve 
the standard of tlie profession. Ilopkinson 
Smith's “Caleb West,” draws to a close 
with unabated power and interest. “A 
Ghetto Wedding” is a touching and charac- 
teristic sketcli of Jewish life in New York 
by Abralmin Cuban. Mrs. Wiggin's ”Pen- 
elope’s Progress” continues with un- 
diminished vivacity and sparkle. Poetry, 
short stories, book reviews, and Tlie Con- - 
tributors’ Club complete a number of 
marked excellence.

from a doubting and semi-host ile legisla- 
ture a small grant to try the experiment of 
a seminary for teachers. It was of the ut- 
most importance to place at tlie head of 
this normal school in America, and tin* 
first for women in tlie world, a man of 
learning, wisdom and energy. These traits 
were found combined withexeoutiveubility 
and rare capacity, in tli •* make up of Cyrus 
Pierce, whom Horace Mann found at Nan- 
tucket as principal of tlie then famous 
Coffin school. Mr. Mann pronouuoed him 
the best teaciier he had ever known. 

Cyrus Pierce was a native of Waltham, 
and while a student at Harvard at 17 years 
of age, taught lus first school in West New- 
ton, no years ago, the school house being at 
the corner of Waltham and Webster streets. 
Mr. Pieroe was secured and commissioned 
to organize tins first normal school at Lex- 
ington. With such rare success was tins 
accomplished, timt Mr. Mann said, “To 
Cyrus Pierce is due more than to any other 
mun the success of tlie normal school. 

When it is remembered that this great re- 
form in tlie public schools encountered the 
virulent opposition of the majority of the 
prominent teachers of the state, led by the 
Boston school masters and by far the larger 
number of tlie clergy of Massachusetts, 
Mr. Pierce’s difficult task will be butter 
appreciated. The school’s success was so 
decided that students Hocked to it in such 
numbers that the accommodations at Lex- 
ington proved Insufficient. 

The Fuller Academy at West Newton, 
now occupied by the Allen school, was se 
cured by a gift from .losiali Quincy, Jr. 
Here Mr. Pierce taught with continued 
efficiency until his health failed, an i here 
tlie grand old man, a gentleman of tlie old 
courtly type, remained tea years, a valued 
citizen, at liis|lioino on Cherry street, where 
he died in 18tk), 

This was the man of world-wide reputa- 
tion as one of the greatest educators of li is 
time, whose infiuence with that of Horace 
Mann, also a resident of West Newton, at 
once raised the character of our village, 
previously called Squash End, from its 
obscurity, giving it a high reputation us a 
center of educational infiuence. 

The above facts, being in part known to 
the committee, it was at once decided to 
usk for no chunge in the honored name of 
the new and noble building, but to request 
of tlie school board to dedicate its beautiful 
halt to tlie memory and in tlie name of tlie 
school’s loved and honored principal, Levi 
F. Warren, who for twenty-seven years 
taught and trained his thousands of pupils, 
by precept and example, leading them 
towurds noble manhood and woman hood.

Newton Single Tax Club. 

On Tuesday evening a regular meeting 
was held at the rooms of the Allen 
Bros. Classical school at West Newton. 
Brief addresses wore made by Mr. Edward 
Hale, Mr. J. It. Willis and C. It. Killo- 
brown. Mr. Hale paid a really eloquent 
tribute to Henry Goorgb ’and his place and 
power in the present and future thought of 
the world, saying that no education of the 
future could he complete (without at least 
familiarity with his philosophy. Mr. Wil- 
lis in similar vein 'urged the investigation 
by thoughtful Christian people of a system 
for which so much is claimed. Mr. Fille- 
brown read the following called out by Dr. 
Lyman Abbott’s latest attitude toward the 
Single Tax and Compensation. 

“We believe that his method of giving to 
them their own by framing a tax which 
would really be a rent payable to the people 
is both just and practicable. We do not 
tli ink with him that this may be done right- 
fully without some consideration of those 
who have built their fortunes on that in- 
dividual ownership of land which bus 
grown up by common consent.” 

"We have not said that the whole land 
value should lie paid to the landowner. 
We have said tlmt some consideration is 
due to those who have built their fortunes 
on individual ownership of land.” 

“It is indeed probable that the question 
of compensation to landowners is largely 
a theoretical one; probable that long be 
fore the single tax can get itself incorpo 
rated into the laws of the United States 
land values will have largely adjusted them- 
selves to the new conditions and there 
would be little if any compensation to pay 
to the then landowners. But none the 
less is it true tlmt the principle is fundntn- 
eutally sound that it is never right to do 
injustice in order to correct injustice, and 
that it Is fundamentally wise to secure 
progress by evolution, not by revolution.” 

'l’lio following thoughts were submitted 
for consideration in the same connection: 

Is it not sound doctrine to say that God 
cannot contradict Himself? that as two 
bodies cannot occupy the same point of 
space at tho same time, so justice and in- 
justice cannot coalesce, so injustice cannot 
enter into a just condition. That which 
works justice to one cannot work injustice 
to another. There can be no compromise 
with injustice. If it is wrong for a 
thousand men to deprive one man of his in- 
nocent earnings, it is just as great a wrong 
for one man to deprive a thousand men of 
the same thing. There is only one way, 
and that is to stop tho wrong. You cannot 
abolish one wrong by committing another. 

The user of laud while its saleable value 
is reduced lie can purchase again for a 
price correspondingly reduced and while 
lie continues a user of land his interest is 
promoted rather than prejudiced, while 
every founder of a now homo or a new in- 
dustry has only to pay for the use of his 
land, leaving his undiminished capital for 
investment in his home or in his factory, 
thus giving incalculable encouragement to 
tho home industry. The planter of a gen- 
eration ago thought himself ruined by the 
manumission of his slaves without com- 
pensation. Tlie wiser planter of today 
knows that his labor costs him less under 
the new system than under tho old, that 
the “advantage” of slavery was not in any 
sense an industrial advantage in the com- 
mand of cheaper labor but only a specula- 
tive advantage for traffic in human bodies 
and souls. Herein we note the parallel be- 
tween the slavery question and the laud 
question. 

Questions and criticisms participated in 
by Messrs. Allen, Bond, Willis, Carrol, 
Hale, Iluff, Colby and Smith made tho 
evening short.
